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THE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT.

'lo  His  Excellency  John  W.  Leedy,  Governor: 

Sir  —  In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the  statute  creating  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  which  requires  that  said  Board  shall  report  to 
the  governor  the  general  operations  of  its  department  respecting  the 
vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  state,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  officers  and  agents  thereof,  the  registry  of  physi- 
cians, and  suggestions  for  "  further  legislative  action  deemed  proper 
for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health,  and  other  information 
that  the  Board  may  desire  to  communicate,"  the  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  with  the  Secretary,  herewith  respectfully  submit 
this,  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  for 
the  calendar  year  1897. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  general  good 
health  throughout  the  state.  There  have  been  exceptional  outbreaks 
of  some  of  the  commoner  forms  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases, 
but  mostly  of  limited  extent  and  of  low  degree  of  fatality.  In  nearly 
every  such  epidemic,  as  soon  as  the  state  laws  and  the  rules  of  the 
Board  of  Health  were  put  into  operation,  the  disease  was  arrested,  al- 
most at  once. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  to  surmount,  in  the  application  of 
the  laws  and  rules  of  sanitation,  has  been  indefiniteness  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  statutes  and  rules:  and  added  thereto  is  the  absence  of 
clearly  fixed  penalties  against  disobedience  —  offenses  and  failures  — 
in  not  complying  with  the  laws,  many,  indeed  most,  of  which  are  ex- 
cellent in  purpose  and  intent.  We  most  urgently  recommend  that 
these  defects  be  corrected,  and  that  the  rules  be  enacted  into  laws  of 
the  state.  This  course  will  do  away  with  all  contention  respecting 
authority,  and  a  proper  penalty  attached  to  violations  will  make  the 
requirements  obligatory.  "  Without  statutory  provision  specifically 
providing  for  the  requirements  of  rules,  and  no  provisions  whereby  the 
rule  may  be  enforced,  ...  a  rule  is  simply  nugatory,  incapable 
of  enforcement,  and  inoperative.  .  .  ."  (Att'y-Gcn.  Boyle.)  Many 
of  the  sections  of  the  law  have  penalties  attached,  and  can,  therefore, 
be  enforced ;  but  because  of  defect  in  some  sections  others  are  neg- 
lected.    Committees  have  been  appointed  to  formulate  and  present 
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such  amendments,  changes  and  additions  as  will  make  the  law  more 
easy  of  enforcement. 

The  assessors  have  generally  done  their  work  fairly  well;  not,  how- 
ever, in  all  cases.  Statistics  to  be  of  much  value  must  approach  ac- 
curacy. The  undertakers  have  also  done  (voluntarily)  very  well. 
Physicians,  who,  of  all  classes  in  public  calling,  should  have  taken 
most  interest  in  reporting  everything  respecting  disease  and  health, 
have  been  the  most  derelict;  and,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  the 
class  first  to  receive  the  full  penalty  prescribed  by  the  laws.  How- 
ever, by  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary,  the  returns  are 
nearer  complete  from  the  several  counties  this  year  than  ever  before. 
Last  year  there  were  lacking  reports  from  25  counties;  this  year,  only 
8  counties  of  105  have  failed  to  report,  and  they  mostly  of  the 
sparsely  settled  counties  in  the  western  part  of  the  state. 

The  Health  of  the  Laboring  Classes  has  not  been  overlooked. 
After  personal  interviews  with  the  labor  commissioner,  Hon.  W.  L.  A. 
Johnson,  and  communication  by  letter,  the  following  letter  was  re- 
ceived : 

FROM   LABOR    COMMISSIONER  JOHNSON. 

ToPEKA,  December  15,  1897. 
Dr.  H.  Z.  GUI,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Sir  —  Replying  to  your  inquiry  as  to  my  findings  in  regard  to  sanitary 
conditions  throughout  the  state,  I  beg  to  say: 

That  a  part  of  the  duties  of  labor  commissioner  and  factory  inspector  is  to 
"  inspect  the  principal  factories,  workshops  and  mines  situated  within  the  state, 
and  a  true  report  make  of  their  condition."  This,  under  the  wide  scope  or  jBeld 
of  the  bureau  in  its  investigations,  to  wit :  "  statistical  details  relating  to  all  de- 
partments of  labor  and  industrial  pursuits  in  the  state,  especially  in  their  rela- 
tion to  the  commercial,  industrial,  social,  educational  and  sanitary  condition  of 
the  laboring  classes,"  etc.,  brings  the  commissioner  in  contact  with  many  phases 
of  the  inner  private  life  of  the  laborer,  and  with  conditions  found  in  the  workshop, 
factory  and  home,  that,  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  call  for  supervision  and  regu- 
lation on  the  part  of  the  state.  For  example,  many  factories  and  workshops 
neglect  proper  sewerage  arrangements ;  hence,  refuse  and  decaying  matter  gen- 
erate microbes  of  various  diseases.  Again,  the  proximity  of  urinals,  closets,  etc., 
to  the  workrooms,  and  their  unclean  and  unventilated  conditions,  frequently  call 
for  rigid  recommendations  from  the  commissioner  to  correct  these  abuses.  Also, 
the  compulsory  use  of  the  same  closets  by  both  sexes  is  an  infringement  upon 
the  moral  health  as  well  as  the  physical  welfare  that  always  attends  the  practice 
under  these  restrictions,  as  in  many  instances  women  refuse  to  use  the  closets 
under  such  conditions,  thus  doing  violence  to  their  peculiar  organism. 

The  question  of  pure  and  wholesome  water  is  also  of  vital  importance  to  the 
health.  I  find  among  the  miners  and  smelter  men  who  are  located  in  the  camps 
in  the  coal  regions,  where,  in  many  instances,  there  is  no  water- works  system,  and 
where  they  live  in  "  company  "  houses,  that  their  source  of  water-supply  is  often 
limited  to  small  cisterns  that  are  veritable  holes  in  the  ground,  without  filters, 
and  many  times  not  even  having  brick  or  cemented  sides,  and  often  in  close  prox- 
imity to  smelters  whose  smoke  is  so  poisonous  as  to  kill  all  vegetation  within  a  ra- 
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dius  of  half  a  mile.  The  sediment  from  this  smoke  settles  on  the  housetops  and 
is  washed  into  the  cisterns,  their  only  source  of  drinking-water.  This,  together 
with  foul  seepage  through  the  ground,  surely  endangers  the  lives  of  all  who  use 
such  water. 

These,  and  many  other  evils  in  sanitary  conditions,  have  come  within  my  ob- 
servation as  factory  inspector.  I  may  say  that  usually  ray  recommendations  are 
complied  with  in  regard  to  correction  of  unhealthful  and  unsanitary  conditions 
and  dangerous  machinery.  Yet  the  bureau  is  seriously  handicapped  by  the  fact 
that  the  law  under  which  the  commissioner  operates  is  not  specific  as  to  details  of 
sanitary  inspection,  and  he  is  not  clothed  with  suflRcient  power  to  enforce  his  rec- 
ommendations, and  the  appropriations  for  the  prosecution  of  this  important  feature 
of  the  work  are  wholly  inadequate  to  permit  of  much  field-work  being  done,  or 
of  much  time  being  given  to  this  branch  of  the  work.  But  my  observation  is, 
that  much  material  good  could  be  accomplished  by  this  department  in  the  inter 
est  of  the  public  health  and  welfare  if  the  legislature  could  give  the  labor  bu- 
reau a  broader  and  more  specific  law,  with  power  to  enforce  its  recommendations, 
and  appropriations  sufficient  to  carry  on  sanitary  inspection  as  it  is  done  in  nearly 
all  the  other  states.  Such  a  law,  providing  for  the  co-operation  of  the  labor 
bureau  with  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  overseeing  safety  appliances  and 
sanitary  conditions,  would  prove  a  material  and  lasting  benefit  to  the  people  of 
Kansas.        Very  truly  yours,       W.  L.  A.  Johnson,  Commissioner  of  Labor. 

Public  conveniences  in  connection  with  public  health  are  attracting 
deserved  attention,  as  the  following  letter  from  one  of  our  philan- 
thropic and  able  engineers  will  show,  the  suggestions  in  which  I  can 
most  heartily  commend  to  our  lawmakers: 

LETTER   FROM    C.   G.    WAITE,    CIVIL   ENGINEER.* 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Gentlemen  —  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my  individual  views  upon  a 
subject  that  I  consider  in  the  line  of  humanity,  namely,  a  suitable  building  dedi- 
cated to  and  maintained  for  the  use  of  women  only.  It  will  promote  health, 
comfort,  and  provide  for  the  necessities  of  life.  Such  a  building  should  be 
located  with  a  view  to  convenience,  light,  water,  sewerage,  and  surroundings ; 
should  be  roomy,  well  ventilated,  and  furnished  with  closets,  sinks,  baths,  dress- 
ers, sofas,  tables,  etc.,  and  cared  for  by  a  painstaking  matron,  and  be  where 
women  with  their  little  children  from  the  country  or  elsewhere  could  be  made 
at  home  in  pleasant,  private  quarters,  conspicuously  marked  "Parlors  for  ladies 
only." 

They  will  not  be  slow  in  learning  that  in  such  a  town  and  such  cities  they 
have  a  place  to  go  of  their  own,  where  they  can  take  care  of  themselves  and  their 
little  children,  leave  their  bundles  between  shopping  tours,  eat  their  lunch  if 
need  be,  and  be  at  home  while  waiting  for  their  husbands  doing  their  business 
or  tiring  of  the  saloon,  knowing  the  location  of  their  wives  when  they  are  to  leave 
town. 

Men  can  go  to  saloons,  stables,  or  elsewhere,  but  where  can  their  wives  and 
others  go  ?  I  have  in  my  mind  sayings  of  eminent  physicians,  who  decide  that  a 
large  proportion  of  women's  ailments  are  due  to  a  lack  of  facilities  of  this  nature. 

Let's  try  to  be  human  to  the  best  producers  of  our  country  —  those  who  raise

that  its  adoption  in  some  form  is  only  a  question  of  time. 
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our  children,  set  the  example  for  integrity,  mold  our  society,  and  mark  our  stand- 
ard of  morality. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  suggest  the  invocation  of  a  compulsory  law  pro- 
viding for  such  an  institution  for  each  town  in  this  state  of  3,000  population,  and 
an  additional  one  for  each  6,000  people.  Respectfully,        C.  G.  Waite. 

This  is  in  perfect  accord  with  that  prince  of  executive  sanitary  offi- 
cials, Dr.  Max  C.  Starkloff,  health  commissioner  of  St.  Louis:  "  Our 
city  is  in  great  need  of  public  urinals  for  convenience  of  strangers  as 
well  as  of  our  citizens.  In  this  respect  we  are  sadly  lacking.  In  the 
entire  city  there  is  not  a  single  public  urinal,  and  not  only  strangers, 
but  our  own  people  are  compelled  to  use  the  alleys  or  enter  some  store 
or  saloon.  Let  any  observing  person  look  at  the  condition  of  our 
alleys,  especially  near  places  of  amusement,  and  they  will  be  found 
reeking  with  foul  odor  and  creating  a  nuisance  that  should  not  exist 
in  any  city." 

In  these  two  statements  is  contained  an  imj)ortant  question  of  pro- 
priety, convenience  and  purity  worthy  of  the  attention  of  every  citi- 
zen of  our  towns  or  counties  in  Kansas. 

School  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. —  Having  given  the  subject  of  the 
health  of  school  attendants  very  considerable  attention  for  the  past 
15  years,  and  having  examined  the  literature  on  that  subject  with 
considerable  care,  and  having  found  teachers,  generally,  most  lament- 
ably deficient  in  knowledge  and  careless  in  practice  on  the  subjects 
that  greatly  interest  the  health  of  school  children,  I  have  taken  occa- 
sion to  consult  with  Hon.  William  Stryker,  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  and  at  his  request  I  have  submitted  the  following  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations,  which  he  v/as  kind  enough  to  have 
printed  for  the  benefit  of  the  teachers  attending  the  recent  conven- 
tion: 

secretary's  letter  to  superintendent  stryker. 

ToPEKA,  December  22,  1897. 
Hon.  Wm.  Stryker,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction: 

Dear  Sir  —  The  health  of  scholars  in  our  public  schools  is  of  such  universal 
importance  as  to  demand  the  attention  of  all  public  instructors,  and  sanitarians 
as  well.  So  manj'  hours  of  the  younger  children's  lives  are  passed  in  the  school- 
room, that  it  seems  to  be  of  the  highest  consideration  thajb,  while  training  the  in- 
tellect, the  body  should  not  be  injured  or  retarded  in  any  of  its  functions  or 
complete  physical  development. 

The  three  prime  considerations  or  elements  for  physical  development  are  air 
(ventilation),  water,  and  food.  In  a  school  there  are  some  other  questions  to  be 
considered,  to  wit,  light,  seating,  heating,  etc. 

Ventilation  should  be  such  that  an  abundance  of  fresh  air  should  be  admitted, 
of  such  tem^jerature,  such  amount  and  on  such  plan  that  the  room  can  be  main- 
tained at  a  suitable  degree,  65'  to  72"  F.,  during  school  hours. 

Teachers  should  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  the  maintenance  of  whatever 
rules  their  school  board  may  adopt  on  this  subject.     Negligence,  such  as  open- 
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ing  windows  on  the  side  of  the  room  toward  the  direction  of  the  wind,  so  that  the 
cold  wind  may  blow  directly  upon  the  children,  should  be  severely  reprimanded. 
Much,  and  even  fatal,  injury  has  resulted  from  ignorance  or  carelessness  on  this 
subject  upon  the  part  of  teachers  who  should  know  better.  It  would  seem  almost 
superfluous  at  this  day  to  speak  of  the  construction  of  school  buildings  in  refer- 
ence to  complete  heating  and  ventilation.  Every  year  adds  to  the  degree  of  per- 
fection in  school  architecture.  We  have  been  greatly  pleased,  recently,  in  visiting 
the  splendid  high-school  building  in  this  city,  Topeka,  in  observing  the  many 
very  excellent  methods  for  promoting  the  health  of  those  in  attendance.  Still, 
some  things  might  even  here  be  improved.  Reference  is  here  had  to  the  black- 
boards. No  board  should  be  used  that  will  become  slick  and  shiny,  reflecting 
unpleasantly  the  light  into  the  eyes  of  the  pupils  when  using  it.  Neither  should 
a  blackboard  be  placed  between  two  windows  which  are  near  together. 

We  saw  there  a  specimen  of  material  for  blackboard  that  seemed  nearly  per- 
'fect  as  far  as  one  of  that  color  (black)  could  be.  On  this  subject  a  thought 
worthy  of  consideration  is  given  in  the  Tennessee  State  Board  of  Health  Bulletin 
(August  and  September,  1897),  page  3. 

"  The  color  of  school  exercise  boards  is  a  matter  of  great  importance,  but  has 
been  strangely  neglected.  For  from  time  immemorial  it  has  been  a  fact  of  com- 
mon knowledge,  even  among  uneducated  people,  that  black  is  the  worst  color  for 
the  eyes ;  hence,  it  has  long  been  a  custom  with  tailors  to  charge  more  for  mak- 
ing a  suit  of  black  clothes  than  for  any  other  color.  For  many  years  we  have 
given  schoolroom  hygiene  much  special  study,  and  have  long  taught,  by  word 
and  pen,  that  school  exercise  boards  should  not  be  black. 

"  The  best  color  for  such  boards  is  some  shade  of  cream  white,  a  dead  surface 
of  soft,  mellow  tint,  varied  in  its  degrees  of  whiteness  to  suit  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  light  afforded. 

"The  crayons  for  such  exercise  boards  for  ordinary  daily  use  should  be  of  a 
clear  sky-blue  color  ;  the  extra  colors,  a  canary  orange  and  a  clear  dark  green." 

I  have  found  very  little  in  the  books  on  this  subject. 

The  lighting  of  a  schoolroom  is  of  far  more  importance  than  is  generally  so 
considered,  even  by  educators. 

In  a  report  read  by  myself  before  the  Southeast  Kansas  Medical  Society, 
June,  1894,  the  subject  of  light  in  school  buildings  was  dwelt  upon  at  some 
length  ;  as  were  also  tubercular  consumption,  curvature  of  the  spine,  and  injury 
of  the  eyes.  These  matters  had  been  attracting  the  attention  of  European  scien- 
tists for  some  years  ;  and  still  these  subjects  press  upon  our  notice. 

In  the  "Sanitary  Engineer  Prize  Designs  for  Public  Schools,"  published  in  1880, 
the  committee  on  awards  stated  as  their  first  expression:  "The  most  essential 
thing  in  a  public  school  is  sufficient  light."  And  one  of  the  conditions  on  which 
the  committee  based  their  judgment  was  :  "  In  each  class-room  the  window 
space  should  not  be  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  floor  space,  and  the  distance  of 
the  desk  most  remote  from  the  window  should  not  be  more  than  l^o  times  the 
height  of  the  top  of  the  window  from  the  floor."  This  requirement  was  for  city 
architecture  and  its  demands. 

In  the  "Lomb  Prize  Essay,"  published  in  1886,  and  for  which  a  reward  of 
8200  was  paid,  the  committee  was  composed  of  the  following  names :  Hon.  Erastus 
Brooks,  Dr.  Henry  W.  Walcott,  Dr.  Granville  P.  Coon,  Hon.  John  Eaton,  com- 
missioner of  education,  and  Col.  Geo.  E.  Waring,  jr. 

In  that  valuable  essay  of  38  pages,  the  surface  of  window  glass  is  recommended 
to  be  not  less  than  one-fifth  to  one-sixth  of  the  floor  surface :  and  the  desks  should 
be  "distant  not  more  than  IJ.2  times  the  height  of  the  window  itself." 
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Farther:  "The  best  light  for  working  purposes  comes  from  above  and  is 
nearly  white."  This  suggests  two  points  :  Height  of  window  and  depth  of  room. 
The  windows  should  reach  to  the  ceiling  —  within  six  inches  of  the  ceiling  —  and 
they  should  not  be  low  enough  to  let  light  fall  upon  the  face  horizontally.  This 
arrangement  illuminates  the  ceiling  on  the  one  hand,  and  prevents,  on  the  other, 
the  annoying  and  injurious  effects  of  light  falling  directly  upon  the  eyes. 

The  model  school  buildings  of  this  day  are  nearly  all  (not  all )  constructed 
with  a  full  recognition  of  these  principles. 

These  fundamental  principles,  with  but  little  variation,  should  be  firmly  in- 
sisted upon  by  all  school  boards  and  architects. 

Every  teacher  should  be  required  to  show,  in  the  examination,  whether  suffi- 
cient knowledge  has  been  acquired  on  ventilation  and  lighting  of  the  schoolroom, 
as  well  as  in  arithmetic,  etc.,  formerly  considered  as  almost  sufficient. 

One  more  point  respecting  the  windows  :  It  would  be  better,  as  a  general  rule, 
not  to  have  curtains  rolling  up  and  down  from  the  top,  but  rather  rolling  from" 
the  bottom.  If  teachers  and  principals  were  as  watchful  as  they  should  be,  this 
precaution  might  not  be  necessary.  But  I  have  seen  the  curtains,  nearly  all,  at 
least  one-third  down  from  the  top  (not  on  the  sunny  side),  and  in  a  large  (deep) 
room  nearly  full  of  pupils,  on  a  cloudy  day  and  in  a  high  school. 

What  is  to  become  of  the  sight  of  the  eye? 

Water  supplied  to  the  school  should  be  pure  beyond  question.  Pure  water  is 
more  likely  to  be  furnished  is  cities  from  public  water-supply,  than  in  the  country 
from  wells.  But  still  it  is  a  subject  demanding  the  attention  of  the  school  sani- 
tary inspector. 

Such  an  officer  should  be  appointed  by  every  school  board  of  cities  of  the  first 
and  of  the  second  class  in  the  state. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  coming  teachers'  convention  shall  take  de- 
cided action  on  this  question  of  a  sanitary  school  inspector. 

Too  many  hours  in  a  schoolroom,  for  young  childi-en,  is  greatly  to  be  depre- 
cated, and  should  be  opposed  by  every  reasonable  argument  on  sanitary  grounds.

The  water-supply  of  our  state^i  and  typJwid  fever,  have  been  and 
are  receiving  the  careful  attention  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  In 
order  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Board  in  this  all-important  ques- 
tion of  iDublic  and  private  water-supply  for  domestic  use,  we  have 
added,  as  "  sanitary  adviser,"  Prof.  S.  W.  Williston,  M.  D.,  of  the  Kan- 
sas State  University,  who  was  employed  for  three  years  by  the  state 
of  Connecticut  in  the  examination  of  the  waters  of  that  state. 

While  the  powers  of  the  Board  respecting  the  public  water-supply 
of  our  cities  is  mostly  advisory,  yet  we  hope  it  may  be  empowered  in 
the  near  future  to  enforce  laws  and  rules  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  from  polluted,  dangerous,  and  disease-producing  water  sup- 
plied by  water  companies.  In  Ohio  no  public  sewerage  nor  water- 
supply  plant  can  be  constructed  without  the  plans  being  submitted 
to  and  receiving  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  re- 
sult of  this  law  in  Ohio  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  towns 
and  larger  cities,  a  very  conspicuous  example  in  illustration  being  the 
city  of  Cleveland.

How  long  will  Kansas  allow  the  mischief  to  be  done,  and  then  apply, 
too  late  in  many  cases,  the  remedy,  instead  of  preventing  the  mischief 
and  damage  by  wise  and  timely  measures  in  advance  ? 

In  nearly  all  of  our  cities  having  known  wholesome  public  water- 
supply  in  general  use,  the  dreaded  fevers  of  late  summer,  autumn  and 
early  winter  are  almost  unknown. 

So  generally  is  this  known  by  investigators  of  the  subject,  that  it 
has  come  to  be  an  accepted  fact  that,  as  a  rule,  the  public  water-sup- 
ply is  far  better  than  the  supply  from  wells  and  cisterns.  This  fact 
of  water  more  or  less  polluted  being  the  source  above  all  others  of  the 
dreaded  disease  typhoid  fever  has  now  become  simply  a  demonstrated 
proposition,  concerning  which  there  is  no  longer  room  for  argument. 
The  pathogenic  germ  is  the  typhoid  bacillus,  but  the  principal  carrier, 
whether  in  contaminated  or  watered  milk,  ice  from  polluted  jjonds 
or  streams,  or  in  any  other  material,  has  been  water.  This  was  shown 
in  our  circular  letter  No.  2,  which  I  here  insert  for  permanent  record : 

PREVENTION   OF   TYPHOID   FEVER. 
(Commoa  continued  fever;  enteric  fever;  ileo-typhus;  mountain  fever.) 
This  form  of  fever  is  recognized  as  occurring  in  almost  every  country  and  lati- 
tude on  the  globe.     It  is  admitted  to  be  endemic  Iq  the  United  States. 

Where  intermittent  and  remittent  (autumnal)  fevers  had  extensively  prevailed 
in  our  new  countries,  as  cultivation  became  more  general,  so,  in  inverse  propor- 
tion, these  forms  diminished  in  prevalence  and  in  intensity.  But  typhoid  (con- 
tinued )  fever  came  to  take  the  place  of  the  other  forms,  in  the  new  wooded 
countries  especially,  and  it  has  become  a  dreaded  disease,  producing  a  fearful 
aggregate  of  mortality.

"The  above  table  of  typhoid-fever  death  rate  per  100,000  of  population,  living 
in  the  above-named  cities,  tells  its  own  story  —  whether  typhoid  fever  is  a  pre- 
ventable disease." — John  W.  Hill,  C.  E.,  in  Sanitarian,  June,  1897. 

The  cities  of  Berlin  and  Chicago  are  nearly  alike  in  population,  but  they  are 
very  unlike  in  their  typhoid-fever  death  rates,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  table 
for  the  past  five  years  :

That  is,  the  average  death  rate  from  typhoid  fever  in  Chicago,  for  the  five 
years  mentioned,  was  nearly  lO^-o  times  that  of  Berlin.  Do  the  people  of  Kansas 
and  Chicago  think  more  of  money  than  of  human  life  ?  These  figures  might  be 
extended  almost  without  limit,  but  all  yielding  the  same  results.  Was  that 
fearful  loss  of  life  in  only  one  great  American  city,  and  the  amount  of  sickness 
besides,  from  a  disease  largely  preventable  —  was  it  suicide,  criminal  neglect, 
ignorance,  or  murder  ?  or  was  it  Providence  I     To  answer  in  the  affirmative  as

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to  the  latter  cause  would  be  little  less  than  blasphemy,  and  would  tend  to  show 
that  He  valued  a  German  life  above  an  American. 

In  oi'der  to  the  prevention  of  any  disease  a  knowledge  of  the  cause  is  at  least 
important. 

It  is  believed,  upon  reliable  and  increasing  evidence,  that  typhoid  fever  has  its 
peculiar  germ,  just  as  many  other  diseases  are  known  to  have  theirs,  viz.,  the 
Bacillus  typhoidcB  (B.  tj/phosiis  Klebs);  and  that  it  is  quite  tenacious  of  vitality. 
Repeated  freezing  does  not  kill  it.  Of  course  there  is  a  limit  to  its  vitality,  both 
in  reference  to  time  and  surroundings;  but  freezing  has  a  tendency  to  preserve 
rather  than  to  destroy  it;  just  the  contrary  of  what  many  people  may  suppose, 
and  as  is  the  case  with  many  other  germs.  This  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind 
when  disposing  of  the  discharges  and  soiled  clothing  of  those  sick  of  this  disease. 

In  malarial  districts  the  disease  may  be  complicated  in  such  manner  as  to 
give  various  forms,  but  still  it  may  be,  in  its  dominant  features,  tj'phoid  fever. 
The  great  majority  of  cases  of  continued  fever  in  Kansas  are  quite  different,  in 
some  respects  at  least,  from  the  typical  typhoid  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois  of 
25  to  iO  years  age. 

The  sources  of  the  media  of  infection  or  contagion  ( both  methods  are  alleged  to 
exist)  are  numerous;  but  first,  and  most  important  for  our  present  consideration, 
is  the  tvater-suppUj. 

That  a  large  proportion  of  the  annual  number  of  cases  of  this  very  dangerous 
disease  —  the  mortality  in  hospitals  ranging  from  10  per  cent,  to  25  per  cent,  of  the 
number  of  cases  —  not  only  can  he  prevented  as  a  matter  of  theory,  but  has  been 
as  a  historical  fact;  this,  too,  on  such  a  large  scale  as  to  leave  no  doubt,  and 
by  the  purification  of  one  source  only,  to  wit,  the  water-supply.  Kansas  City  is 
now  contemplating  the  right  thing  —  public  filters. 

It  is  a  cause  for  at  least  some  hope,  that  as  the  facts  of  science  are  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  public  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  demonstration,  some  at  least — 
may  we  not  say  many? — are  coming  to  an  appreciation  and  application  of  the  facts 
greatly  to  their  benefit,  in  preventing  sickness  and  death  in  their  families  from 
this  one  disease. 

In  the  cities,  the  purity  of  water  supplied  to  the  public  should  be  of  first  im- 
portance. That  having  been  secured  beyond  any  question,  the  next  consideration 
is  as  to  wells,  cisterns,  etc.  The  health  officers  of  the  cities  should  make  them- 
selves thoroughly  aquainted  with  the  quality  of  water  from  such  sources  of  supply. 
If  this  is  not  known  before  a  single  case  occurs,  that  one  should  be  sufficient  to  start 
a  thorough  investigation  in  this  line  of  search  especially,  as  well  as  in  others. 
The  attention  of  the  public  should  be  frequently  called,  through  the  public  press, 
by  the  local  health  officer,  to  the  very  great  danger  to  health  from  this  source. 
It  must  be  "line  upon  line,"  warning  after  warning. 

If  the  public  water-sujjply  is  not  up  to  the  standard  of  purity  ( the  German 
government  has  a  standard  for  water,  "German  Imperial  Standard  of  Hygiene," 
as  our  large  cities  have  a  standard  for  milk),  the  defect  should  be  at  once  re- 
moved, or  the  water  company  should  be  proceeded  against  by  law;  for  every  com- 
munity is  entitled  to  wholesome  food  or  drink  when  it  is  paid  for. 

Unwholesome,  disease-producing  water,  whether  from  public  or  private  sup- 
ply, should  be  declared»a  nuisance  and  abated,  and  its  use  forbidden. 

This  method  is  being  adopted  in  all  our  large  cities,  greatly  to  the  benefit  of 
health  and  lowering  of  the  average  of  sickness  and  mortality. 

Dilution  is  one  of  the  methods  of  rendering  most  poisons,  organic  or  inorganic, 
less  active  —  indeed,  it  may  render  them  inactive;  but  the  great  destructive  agent 
of  all  disease-producing  germs  is  heat.     This  agent,  when  combined  with  mois-- 
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ture  and  applied  for  a  considerable  length  of  time,  will  destroy  the  vitality  of 
both  the  plant  and  seed  (germ  and  spore  ).  Boiling  is  a  common  and  convenient 
method  of  purifying  drinking-water. 

If  the  farmers,  who  depend  on  water  from  wells,  springs  and  cisterns  would 
boil  all  the  drinking  and  cooking  water  during  dry  seasons  in  the  summer 
and  fall  months,  when  the  water  is  low,  hundreds  of  families  would  be  spared 
long  rpells  of  sickness,  and,  in  many  cases,  death  from  this  dreaded,  yet  in  large 
measure  ]ireveii(al)te,  disease.  The  lowest  water  level  and  highest  mortality 
from  typhoid  fever  are  coincident  in  October. 

The  contamination  of  the  water  may  occur  from  a  saturated  soil,  such  ap  "made- 
ground  "  ;  or  by  percolation  through  the  soil  from  a  cesspool ;  or,  following  the 
stratum  of  stone,  from  a  neighboring  privy;  or  from  the  dejections  of  a  typhoid 
case  being  thrown  on  the  snow  in  winter  or  on  the  ground  in  summer,  and  thence 
being  washed  into  a  spring  or  stream  from  which  water  is  used.  Terrible  out- 
breaks of  most  fatal  character  have  been  caused  by  the  last-mentioned  practice, 
done  in  ignorance,  but  followed  by  no  less  fatal  consequences. 

There  are  many  other  sources  of  infection,  some  of  which  we  can  only  mention  : 

Soiled  clothing  of  the  sick  with  typhoid.  Laundresses  are  more  likely  to  be 
infected  than  nurses  of  the  hospital. 

The  sputa  in  a  case  accompanied  by  pneumonia  or  bronchitis  may  poison  the 
air  of  a  sick-room  ;  or  an  ill-ventilated  room  or  ward,  in  which  one  or  more  cases 
may  be  confined,  it  is  believed,  can  be  so  contaminated  by  concentration  of  the 
poison  as  to  affect  attendants  or  other  patients. 

Milk  is  not  an  uncommon  medium  by  which  the  disease  is  spread. 

We  believe  it  possible  for  the  disease  to  arise  spontaneously,  that  is,  without 
any  other  known  case,  as  in  the  opening  of  some  old  well  or  cesspool  into  which 
filth  of  whatever  kind  has  been  thrown  and  allowed  to  accumulate.  But  this 
may  not  be,  in  strict  sense,  an  example  of  the  disease  arising  de  novo. 

The  origin  is  not  always  ascertainable,  any  more  so  than  it  is  in  many  other 
infectious  diseases. 

There  are  a  few  well-authenticated  cases  of  infection  from  diseased  meat,  the 
animals  having  been  known  to  be  in  an  unhealthy  condition  when  slaughtered.

Other  conspicuous  examples  might  be  given  without  end,  but  our 
space  being  limited,  only  one  or  two  will  be  here  inserted.  The  board 
of  health  of  Melbourne,  Victoria,  has  given  two  well-defined  and  care- 
fully examined  instances  of  outbreaks  of  typhoid  fever,  drinking- 
water  being  the  matter  under  consideration.  They  occurred  in  a 
club-house  and  in  a  hotel.  There  were  10  cases,  five  in  each  place, 
from  the  11th  of  January  until  the  15th  of  March,  1896  ( reported 
May,  1897),  all  among  the  servants.  None  of  the  members  of  the 
club  (  350  )  were  affected,  and  none  of  the  visitors  of  the  hotel  (  200  ) . 
Of  the  10,  two  died;  one  after  30  days  of  sickness,  and  one  after 
31  days. 

Under  causation  of  the  disease,  the  following  points  are  to  be  par- 
ticularly noted: 

(«)  Drainage.     This  is  ruled  out. 

(J)    Closets  and  kitchen  refuse.     "But  much  as  an  atmosphere 
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polluted  in  the  manner  under  consideration  may  reduce  the  general 
health,  there  is  but  little,  if  any,  evidence  to  show  that  the  specific 
disease  (typhoid  fever)  may  be  produced  as  a  result  of  such  pollu- 
tion as  took  place  at  the  institutions  in  question." 

{d)  Milk.  Is  ruled  out  in  this  case,  the  persons  (members  and 
visitors)  who  used  most  of  it  not  having  been  affected. 

(e)  Water!  The  water  used  for  drinking  at  the  two  institutions 
during  and  for  some  time  prior  to  the  outbreaks  was  derived  from  the 
Yan  Yean  service.  At  each  institution  it  was  passed  through  drip- 
stone, sponge  or  charcoal  filters.  But  on  inquiry  whether,  in  regard 
to  the  water  taken,  there  was  any  differentiating  condition  sufiicient 
to  account  for  the  fact  that  whereas  five  servants  at  each  institution 
fell  ill  of  typhoid  fever  no  visitor  or  member  is  known  to  have 
fallen  ill  of  that  disease,  the  significant  fact  stands  out  that,  whereas 
water  filtered  in  the  fashion  above  mentioned  was  taken  by  visitors 
and  members,  "raw  water"  direct  from  the  service  pipes  at  the  taps 
was  frequently  drunk  by  some  of  the  servants.  And  much  as  the 
dripstone,  the  sponge  and  the  charcoal  filter  are  to  be  deprecated  as 
household  filters,  while  practically  perfect  filters,  such  as  Jeffrey's  or 
Chamberland  Pasteur's  are  available,  it  may  very  likely  have  been 
that,  whereas  the  water  taken  by  the  visitors  and  members  was  bereft 
of  the  poison  of  typhoid  fever  in  doses  sufficient  to  produce  evident 
disease,  the  raw  water  taken  directly  from  the  tap  was  not. 

One  more  paragraph  much  to  the  point  in  this  account : 

At  the  club  there  were  27  servants  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak.  Of  the  22 
who  were  not  attacked  with  typhoid  fever,  only  one  frequently  drank  raw 
water,  16  very  seldom  drank  it,  and  one  never  did,  while  the  four  female  servants, 
(not  one  of  whom  was  affected,)  being  "afraid  to  touch  raw  Yan  Yean,"  drank  only 
such  as  had  first  passed  through  a  Jeffrey  filter.  But  of  the  five  who  were  at- 
tacked with  typhoid  fever,  the  first  three  had  drunk  freely  of  raw  water,  the 
mouth  being  applied  directly  to  the  tap  of  the  service  pipe,  more  especially  dur- 
ing the  hot  weather  prior  to  the  attacks.  Particulars  concerning  the  other  two 
patients  as  to  the  drinking  of  raw  water  could  not  be  obtained.  At  the  hotel 
there  were  28  servants  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak.  Of  the  23  who  were  not  at- 
tacked with  typhoid  fever,  five  had  left  the  service  of  the  hotel  at  the  time  of  my 
inquiry,  and  eight  very  rarely,  and  five  never,  took  raw  water  ;  whereas,  the  fol- 
lowing data  were  furnished  concerning  the  five  who  were  attacked  :  The  first  two 
patients  frequently  and  copiously  took  the  raw  water  from  the  tap  in  a  lavatory 
near  their  bedroom.  The  third  patient  informed  me  that  shortly  prior  to  his  at- 
tack the  weather  had  been  "  scorching  hot,"  and  he  had  been  "  in  the  habit  of 
getting  up  at  night  and  drinking  freely  at  the  tap."  The  fourth  patient  took  the 
raw  water  freely.     The  fifth  took  it  occasionally. 

Conclusion. —  Such,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  are  the  relevant 
facts  connected  with  the  two  outbreaks.  The  only  one  common  to  most  of  the 
patients  was  the  drinking  of  raw  Yan  Yean  water,  and  to  that  I  am  of  the  opinion 
the  outbreaks  are  to  be  attributed,  though  at  the  same  time  it  may  be  admitted 
that  secondary  infection  may  have  occurred  in  two  or  three  of  the  cases,  more 
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especially  if  regard  be  had  to  the  fact  that  the  double-pan  service  was  not  sub- 
stituted for  the  single-pan  service  at  the  hotel  before  the  beginning  of  March  or 
at  the  club  before  the  30th  of  that  month,  the  use  of  pans  which  were  no  doubt 
infected  with  the  poison  of  typhoid  fever  being  thus  allowed  to  continue  for  some 
time  at  each  institution,  [Signed  by  Thos.  Gray,  M.  B.,  C.  M.,  Edin.,  Assistant 
Medical  Inspector.] 

The  final  summing  up  of  this  quite  lengthy  but  most  admirable 
report  cannot  be  better  nor  more  forcibly  put  than  in  the  following 
few  lines,  which  I  giye  vevhatim,  et  literatim,  et  punctuatim : 

DRINKING-WATER. 

A  Prime  Essential  of  Life,  but  —  unless  Boiled  or  Effectually  Filtered 
—  a  Fertile  Source  of  Death. 

Numerous  Poisons,  some  living  and  others  not  living,  are  Present  in  Most 
Waters  collected  from  Open  Catchments,  such  as  lands  and  roofs,  into  Rivers, 
Creeks,  Gullies,  Lakes,  Ponds,  Reservoirs,  and  Tanks. 

Water  from  such  sources  generally  contains  Decomposing  and  Putrefying 
matter  ;  also  Poisons  produced  by  decomposition  and  putrefaction,  and  Poison- 
ous Organisms  which  cause  these  and  other  changes,  and  which  swallowed  in 
water  cause  numberless  deaths.  It  often  contains  the  Eggs  of  Hydatids  ; 
cases  of  Hydatid  Disease  in  man  are  the  result  of  swallowing  the  eggs  of  hyda- 
tids which  have  been  passed  by  certain  animals,  (dogs,  foxes,)  very  frequently  as 
the  result  of  taking  water  into  which  the  eggs  have  been  washed.  It  often  con- 
tains the  organisms  that  give  rise  to  Typhoid  Fever  and  to  other  special 
diseases ;  most,  indeed,  of  the  outbreaks  of  Typhoid  Fever  that  have  been  in- 
vestigated have  been  Shown  to  be  Due  to  Pollution  of  the  Drinking  Water 
or  of  the  Milk  Supply.  It  often  contains  Organisms  which  Render  Milk 
Poisonous,  and  which  by  that  means  give  rise  actually  to  a  large  proportion  of 
the  Deaths  that  take  place  among  infants  and  children  ;  so  that  Milk  must  be 
protected  against  contamination  not  only  with  Dust,  which  generally  contains 
these  organisms  but  also  with  Unpurified  Water,  collected  from  roofs  and 
other  open  catchments. 

Almost  All  the  Drinking  Waters  of  this  colony  are  Collected  from  Open 
Catchments  ;  and  besides  being  Polluted  on  the  Catchments,  they  may  be  pol- 
luted by  entrance  of  foul  dust  into  the  reservoirs  and  open  conduits,  and  by  ad- 
mission of  Foul  Matter  into  the  water-pipes. 

The  Most  Important  of  the  poisonous  bodies  generally  in  water  are  ( 1 )  Or- 
ganisms which  continue  to  live  and  multiply  in  the  stomach  and  bowels  and 
which  thence  infect  the  system  ;  and  ( 2 )  Disease-Causing  substances  produced 
by  Organisms. 

Boiling  of  the  Water  will  Kill  almost  all  Organisms  in  it,  and  Render  Inert 
most  of  the  Poisons  produced  by  them.  Filtering  through  High-Pressure 
Filters  or  through  certain  Low-Pressure  Filters  will  Remove  almost  all  Or- 
ganisms and  many  of  their  Dangerous  Products. 

^HT"  Hence,  Boil  or  Effectually  Filter  All  Water  to  be  used  for  Drink- 
ing, and  Do  not  Take  Aerated  Drinks  unless  Assured  that  they  have  been  man- 
ufactured from  Effectually  Filtered  Water. 

These  Precautions  are  Especially  Necessary  in  Hot  Weather. 

If  the  cautions  given  in  our  circular  No.  2  of  August  30,  1897,  and 
the  teachings  of  the  above  emphasized  sentences  had  been  observed, 
we  would  not  have  had  the  lamentable  conditions  of  sickness  and 
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deaths  from  this  iDieventable  disease  —  typhoid  fever  —  which  have 
been  experienced  in  our  state  at  Manhattan. 

Every  death  from  typhoid  fever  is,  on  an  average,  a  loss  to  the 
state  of  at  least  $2,000;  some  estimates  make  it  higher.  When  a  per- 
son is  killed  on  the  railroad,  the  laws  of  some  of  our  states  set  the 
valuation  at  $5,000.  In  a  case  at  Stevens  Point,  Wis.,  December  4, 
1897,  "  the  jury  in  the  case  of  Julia  L.  Green,  as  administratrix, 
against  the  Ashland  Water  Company,  brought  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.  The  grounds  of  recovery  were  the 
alleged  negligence  of  the  Ashland  Water  Company  in  furnishing  im- 
pure and  unwholesome  water,  containing  typhoid-fever  germs,  to 
plaintiff's  husband,  Lars  G.  Green." 

People  are  beginning  to  understand  where  the  responsibility  lies, 
and  are  demanding  that  when  they  pay  the  price  of  pure  water  they 
shall  not  be  supplied  with  a  poisoned,  i^olluted  substitute.  This, 
then,  is  the  proposition: 

Tuberculosis  (consumption),  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  smallpox, 
scarlet  fever  and  cholera  are  contagious  or  infectious  diseases. 

All  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  are  preventable;  hence,  con- 
sumiDtion,  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  cholera, 
etc.,  are  j)reventable  diseases. 

The  deaths  from  these  preventable  diseases  in  the  United  States, 
according  to  the  United  States  census  of  1890,  occur  in  the  following 
order  of  totals:

What  a  problem  to  solve;  what  a  task  for  preventive  medicine  to 
perform !  Yet  that  is  not  all  of  it  by  any  means.  Typoid  fever  in 
our  own  state  last  year  destroyed  262  recorded  lives!  The  economic 
loss  was  $521,000. 

TUBERCULOSIS  (Consnm^ytion). 

The  mortality  in  the  United  States  from  consumption  in  the  census 
year  of  1890  was  102,199. 

Deaths  from  bronchitis  during  the  same  period  numbered  21,422, 
and  from  pneumonia,  76,196,  and  from  scrofula  and  tabes,  4,121.  Many 
of  these  forms  of  disease  were  no  doubt  of  tuberculous  character. 
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A  disease  so  common,  so  fatal  and  so  irremediable  demands  the  clos- 
est and  most  extended  examination  from  the  sanitarian  as  to  its  cause 
and  its  prophylaxis. 

Is  it  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease;  and  if  so,  what  is  the  cause 
or  pathogenic  element  in  its  production  and  distribution  ? 

Since  the  general  acceptance  of  the  theory  of  special  pathogenic 
causes  for  special  diseases,  and  the  discovery  of  distinct  micro-organ- 
isms in  relation  to  many  diseases,  tuberculosis  has  been  found  to  have 
its  peculiar  disease  germ  — the  Bacillus  tuherculosis. 

Formerly,  there  was  much  speculation  and  many  theories  concern- 
ing the  real  nature  of  the  diseased  condition  called  consumption,  but 
since  the  birth  of  modern  bacteriology  in  1881  by  Doctor  Koch,  and 
the  demonstration  by  the  most  rigorous  methods  of  the  causal  relation 
of  certain  bacterial  growths  to  certain  phenomena  which  we  call  dis- 
ease, the  most  astonishing  progress  has  been  made  in  assigning  to 
certain  diseases  their  peculiar  micro-organisms.  And  thus  it  comes  to 
pass  that  tuberculosis  claims  its  own  —  the  h^icievmn^Bacillus  tuber- 
culosis. 

This  vegetable  organism,  so  minute,  with  its  effects  so  far-reaching 
in  importance,  at  this  time  claims  our  studious  attention.  Not  only 
is  so  large  a  part  of  the  human  race  affected  and  swept  away  yearly 
by  this  growth,  invisible  to  the  naked  eye,  but  the  domestic  cattle  in 
all  lands  have  been  discovered  to  be  suffering  also  from  the  same 
cause.  Only  last  year  (1897),  in  what  seemed  to  be  a  magnificent 
herd  of  high-bred  cattle,  at  the  Kansas  Agricultural  College,  nearly 
half  of  the  number  ( 19 )  were  found  to  be  diseased,  and  were  slaugh- 
tered and  their  carcasses  burned. 

This  question  of  tuberculosis  in  domestic  cattle  is  fast  becoming 
—  indeed,  has  become  —  a  subject  of  highest  interest,  not  alone  to 
agriculturists,  but  to  the  sanitarian  and  the  physician. 

The  communication  of  the  disease  consumption  from  man  to  man, 
and  from  the  lower  animals  to  man,  and  vice  versa,  while  formerly 
scarcely  admitted,  is  now  not  even  questioned  as  a  possibility  nor  as 
a  frequently  occurring  fact.  The  inoculation  of  a  tuberculous  nodule 
into  the  tissues  of  a  susceptible  healthy  animal  will  produce  the  same 
disease;  and  the  experiment  may  be  continued  in  a  series  from  one 
animal  to  another  to  any  desired  length.  The  same  tubercular  germ 
— Bacillus  tuberculosis  — -  will  be  found  in  the  last  as  in  the  first. 

The  glandular  system  is  that  most  generally  affected.  The  disease  is 
capable  of  attacking  almost  every  tissue  in  the  body,  the  bones  not  ex- 
cepted. The  port  of  entry  —  infection  atrium  —  may  be  an  abraded  sur- 
face, or  a  slight  wound  of  the  mucous  membrane;  and  the  food,  water 
and  air  are  the  vehicles  of  conveyance.     To  what  extent  the  meat  or 
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milk  of  a  diseased  animal  may  convey  the  infection  is  difficult  to  esti- 
mate; but  when  the  udder  of  the  milch  cow  is  involved,  as  we  have 
seen  in  some  of  those  slaughtered  at  Manhattan,  the  danger  must  be 
considerable.  Of  course  the,  involvment  may  be  slight,  moderate,  or 
general,  and  intense  in  degree,  amounting  to  large  tumors  and  ab- 
scesses, as  were  also  seen  in  the  above  examination. 

The  general  prevalence  of  tuberculosis  among  cattle  in  the  coun- 
tries of  Europe  and  America  has  been  a  very  great  surprise;  in  fact, 
there  was  no  method  of  its  discovery  except  j)Ost-mortem  examination 
until  the  discovery  and  application  of  tuberculin,  which,  when  injected 
into  an  infected  animal,  causes,  from  within  18  to  24  hours,  a  rise  of 
the  temperature  of  from  three  to  five  degrees  F. 

The  French  academy  of  medicine  has  recently  made  a  report  on 
the  subject  at  the  request  of  the  department  of  agriculture,  in  which, 
among  other  statements,  are  the  following:  In  some  departments  of 
France  tuberculosis  exists  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent.;  in  others, 
where  the  cattle  live  largely  out-of-doors,  it  is  much  less.  In  Belgium 
it  is  only  5  per  cent.,  and  in  some  sections  of  Germany  it  is  quite 
prevalent,  while  in  England  some  herds  were  found  to  be  affected  to 
the  extent  of  50  per  cent.  The  final  conclusion  was:  "Tuberculin  is 
a  most  valuable  means  of  establishing  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis, 
and  every  advantage  is  to  be  obtained  from  its  use." 

This  question  is  receiving  the  practical  attention  of  boards  of  health 
everywhere.  From  our  neighboring  state  (in  the  city  of  St.  Louis), 
in  1895,  there  were  343  cases  in  which  the  sputum  was  examined  for 
diagnostic  purposes  in  suspected  consumption,  ranging  in  age  from 
14  to  69. 

A  circular  of  instruction  was  issued  based  upon  the  following  facts :  (1)  Tuber- 
culosis is  a  communicable  disease,  and  is  distinctly  preventable.  (2)  It  is  ac- 
quired by  direct  transmission  of  the  tubercule  bacillus  from  the  sick  to  the  well, 
usually  by  means  of  dried  and  pulverized  sputum  floating  in  the  air.  (3)  It  can 
be  largely  prevented  by  simple  and  easily  applied  measures  of  cleanliness  and  dis- 
infection.— Max  C.  Starkloff,  M.  D.,  Health  Commissioner. 

In  Bulletin  No.  65,  Cornell  University  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  by  Dr.  James  Law,  the  opening  paragraph  is  as  follows: 

Tuberculosis  is  so  extensively  prevalent  and  proves  such  a  veritable  scourge 
throughout  the  civilized  world  that  no  other  disease  is  so  deserving  of  close  and 
accurate  study,  or  of  the  enforcement  of  effective  measures  for  its  suppression. 

Nay,  if  we  take  the  whole  civilized  world,  and  compare  with  the  tuberculosis 
mortalitj'  all  the  accumulated  deaths  from  war,  famine,  plague,  cholera,  yellow 
fever,  and  smallpox,  we  find  that  the  latter  are  very  insignificant.  Yet  tubercu- 
losis, like  every  germ  disease,  is  absolutely  p7-eve?itable,  and  is  allowed  to  con- 
tinue its  career  of  death  only  because  of  rei^rehensible  ignorance  and  criminal 
indifference. 
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Could  language  be  more  definite  or  more  forceful?  Yet  I  can  in- 
dorse it  fully  in  word  and  sentiment. 

The  bibliography  of  Ixndne  tuberculosis  would  alone  fill  many 
pages;  and  that  of  human  tuberculosis  (consumption)  is  also  im- 
mense. Yet  what  do  we  see  in  the  way  of  provision  in  our  state  for 
its  prevention,  eradication,  or  cure?  So  far  as  I  know,  not  one  cent 
has  been  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  its  prevention,  suppression 
or  cure  in  man  or  animals  in  this  state.  Thousands  of  dollars  have 
been  appropriated  annually  to  tell  the  people  how  to  fatten  a  hog, 
raise  and  prepare  a  beef  for  the  butcher's  block,  care  for  the  milch 
cow  and  the  milk  (all  of  which  are  well),  but  not  one  dollar  to  pro- 
tect our  children  from  the  ravages  of  this  insidious,  slow,  far-reach- 
ing, terribly  prevalent  and  fearfully  fatal  disease.  Such  are  the  facts 
and  such  the  spectacle  presented  for  our  contemplation.  How  long 
shall  this  state  of  affairs  be  permitted  to  continue?  Nearly  600  (581) 
cases  of  deaths  from  consumption  recorded  in  Kansas  last  year;  more 
than  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever  together. 

A  gentleman  having  a  large  herd  ( between  40  and  50 )  of  Jersey 
cattle  said  he  would  like  to  have  his  herd  tested,  for  the  public  good 
as  well  as  for  his  own  information  and  protection.  I  could  not  tell 
him  that  there  was  any  one  in  the  state,  authorized  by  the  State,  to  do 
the  desired  work. 

A  few  words  on  some  of  the  measures  of 

PREVENTION 

And  I  must  leave  this  subject.  Heat  is  the  great  destroyer  of  this 
disease  germ,  Bacillus  tuher'culosis,  as  it  is  of  all  others.  It  is  said 
that  a  temperature  of  160'  F.  will  kill  it.  This  is  true  if  that  degree 
is  continued  long  enough.  I  quote  from  the  same  authority  as  above 
(  Bulletin  No.  65  ) :  "  If,  in  cooking  meat,  the  blood  ( albumen)  is  not 
coagulated  but  oozes  out  as  a  red  fluid,  the  temperature  has  not  been 
enough  to  insure  the  death  of  the  bacillus.  Where  there  is  a  risk  of 
tuberculosis,  therefore,  rare  steaks  must  be  refused." 

STERILIZING    MILK, 

If  at  too  high  a  temperature,  produces  undesirable  qualities;  hence, 
a  lower  temperature,  say,  158'  to  160"  F.,  continued  for  a  longer  period 
—  half  an  hour,  or  more  —  is  better.  Cooking  nor  sterilizing  neither 
destroys  the  toxin  (  poison )  already  formed  in  the  meat  or  in  the  milk. 
For  this,  the  remedy  is  to  avoid  it. 

HEREDITARY    PREDISPOSITION 

Will  not  produce  the  disease  consumption;  but  it,  like  other  unfa- 
vorable conditions  for  the  individual,  favors  the  infection,  and,  later, 
the  development  of  this  affection.     It  is  a  susceptibility  to  but  not 
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the  hereditary  disease,  the  degree  of  which  varies  very  greatly  in  fam- 
ilies, individuals,  and  races  of  people;  and,  just  as  in  other  communi- 
cable diseases,  the  soil  and  the  conditions  vary. 

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  "  we  will  soon  learn  to  fear  the 
tubercle  of  consumption  as  we  now  fear  the  pustnle  of  smallpox." — 
Starklqf.  And  not  until  then  will  authorities — lawmakers  and  ex- 
ecutive officers  —  do  their  duty. 

PREVENTIVE   MEASURES. 

(a)  "It  is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  suppress  the  greatest  destroyer 
of  the  human  race,  tuberculosis." — Cassidy  &  Smith. 

"A  sacred  duty  devolves  upon  physicians  to  instruct  the  people  as 
to  means  and  methods  of  prevention  of  consumption." — Starklqf. 

Milk,  when  used  as  a  diet  (especially  in  children),  should  be  ster- 
ilized by  heating,  but  should  not  be  boiled.  Meat  should  be  suffi- 
ciently cooked,  as  above  directed. 

Contact  with  emanations  from  persons  affected  with  consumption, 
especially  in  their  sleeping  apartments,  the  dried  sputum  which  arises 
from  the  carpets  in  their  rooms,  from  their  clothing  in  the  washing, 
and  many  other  ways,  should  all  be  avoided.  In  cases  of  families 
known  in  their  past  history  to  be  particularly  suscoptible  to  the  dis- 
ease, the  members  should  be  unusually  careful  to  avoid  every  danger 
of  infection.  Avoid  working,  sleeping  or  living  in  damp,  imperfectly 
ventilated  and  hadly-lighted  rooms. 

{h)  Duty  of  the  stock-owner  as  to  preventive  measures.  The 
stock-owner  can  cleanse  his  herd  by  the  following  precautions: 

1st. —  Board  up  the  partitions  of  the  stalls  at  the  front,  so  that  no  two  cows 
can  feed  from  the  same  manger  or  lick  each  other. 

2d. —  Keep  each  animal  strictly  by  its  own  stall  and  manger. 

3d. — When  any  animal  is  suspected  don't  let  it  use  a  drinking  trough  nor 
bucket  in  common  with  the  other  animals. 

4th. — Avoid  old  milch  cows  and  unthrifty  ones,  or  keep  them  secluded  from 
the  rest  of  the  herd. 

5th. — The  following  conformation  usually  indicates  a  weakness  of  constitu- 
tion and  a  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis :  Head  narrow  between  the  horns ; 
sunken  eyes,  depth  of  cavity  ( temporal )  back  of  the  eyes  ;  thin,  narrow  ewe  neck  ; 
chest  small,  lacking  in  both  breadth  and  depth  ;  hollow  flank  and  tendency  to  pot 
belly ;  a  general  lack  of  muscle,  so  that  the  limbs  seem  loosely  attached  to  the 
body;  in  breeds  that  show  a  variety  of  colors,  animals  of  the  lighter  shades  of 
brown  and  yellow.  If,  however,  such  animals  are  of  high  value  for  the  dairy,  and 
can  be  kept  free  from  infection,  they  need  not  be  rejected.  The  finest  conformation 
of  Shorthorns,  Devons,  Holsteins,  Black  or  Red  Polled,  furnishes  no  protection  in 
the  presence  of  the  germ. 

6th. —  Do  n't  purchase  from  a  herd  in  which  tuberculosis  has  appeared  or 
in  which  cattle  have  died  or  been  killed  within  a  year  or  two.  Resort  first  to  the 
tuberculin  test. 

7th. —  Don't  take  a  cow  with  a  husky  or  rattling   cough,  wheezing,  hurried 
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breathing,  discharge  from  nose,  fetid  breath,  hard  bunches  under  the  skin,  dis- 
eased udder,  swollen  bones  or  joints,  unthriftiness,  or  a  tendency  to  scour  or 
bloat. 

8th. —  Don't  purchase  from  city,  suburban  nor  swill  stables. 

9th. —  Don't  add  newly  purchased  animals  to  your  herd  until  you  have  tested 
them  with  tuberculin,  especially  if  they  have  been  the  product  of  inbreeding, 

10th.— Don't  admit  strange  cattle  to  house,  field  or  yard  with  your  own; 
keep  them  apart  until  tested  with  tuberculin. 

11th. —  In  case  of  disease  or  unthriftiness  in  your  herd,  put  the  animal  apart 
and  have  it  examined  by  a  skilful  veterinarian. 

12th. —  If,  after  this,  there  remains  any  doubt  of  the  real  nature  of  the  dis- 
ease, have  the  animal  tested  with  tuberculin,  in  the  hands  of  a  practitioner 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  cattle  and  their  diseases.  If  the  result  is  not  yet 
quite  clear,  keep  the  animal  by  itself  and  repeat  the  test  in  four  weeks. 

13th. —  In  case  one  animal  in  a  herd  shows  tuberculosis,  test  the  whole  herd 
with  tuberculin. 

14th. —  Test  in  the  same  manner  all  animals  on  the  farm  (  swine,  goats,  sheep, 
horses,  rabbits,  cats,  dogs,  fowls)  that  cohabit  with  the  cattle. 

15th. — Kill  all  tuberculous  animals,  and  boil,  burn,  dissolve  in  acid,  or  bury 
deeply  in  a  place  to  which  no  animals  have  acceps. 

IGth. —  Disinfect  premises  thoroughly;  also  all  products  of  the  diseased  ani- 
mals and  all  articles  used  about  them. 

17th. —  Let  no  consumptive  person  attend  on  cattle  or  other  live  stock,  nor 
prepare  their  food. 

18th. —  Vermin  (rats,  mice,  sparrows),  in  a  building  where  tuberculous  ani- 
mals have  been,  should  be  exterminated. 

(c)  State  measures  for  prevention  and  extinction  of  tiiberculo sis 
in  farm  animals^  and  thus  in  large  measure  in  man. 

The  best,  most  effective  and  economical  measures  for  the  suppression  of  tu- 
berculosis are  those  which  naturally  devolve  on  the  state.  It  does  not  follow, 
however,  that  state  interference  will  exonerate  the  stock-owner  from  his  personal 
duty  in  taking  the  precautions  laid  down  for  him  above.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
state  to  see  that  all  such  precautions  are  enforced,  together  with  others  that 
transcend  the  power  of  the  individual  stock-owner,  and  must  be  undertaken  by 
the  governing  power  for  the  public  good.  Among  these  may  be  named  the  fol- 
lowing: 

1st. —  The  providing  of  municipal  slaughter-houses  in  which  alone  farm  ani- 
mals designed  for  human  food  can  be  slaughtered. 

2d. —  Exclusion  from  the  home  market  of  all  dressed,  salted  and  canned  meats 
that  have  not  passed  a  crucial  examination  at  the  time  of  slaughter  by  an  accom- 
plished government  veterinary  inspector. 

3d. —  Government  stamping  and  labeling  of  all  canned  meats  that  have  passed 
the  municipal  inspection  and  can  be  guaranteed  as  from  non-tubercular  animals. 

4:th. —  Forbid  the  use  for  pigs,  fowls  or  other  animals  of  all  milk  furnished 
from  tuberculous  animals,  and  of  all  offal  or  other  products  of  slaughter-houses, 
until  they  shall  have  been  boiled  for  one  hour. 

5th. —  Provide  for  the  systematic  inspection  by  skilled  and  reliable  veterinary 
practitioners  of  all  dairy  herds,  and  primarily  of  such  as  furnish  milk  for  imme- 
diate use  as  sweet  milk. 

6th. —  If  tuberculous  cattle  or  other  animals  are  found  in  a  herd,  have  the  re- 
mainder tested  with  tuberculin,  and  have  all  affected  cattle  appraised,  killed,  and, 
without  further  delay  or  further  expense,  paid  for  by  the  state. 
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7th. —  Appraisers  may  be  chosen,  one  for  the  state  and  one  for  the  owner ;  or 
better,  to  secure  a  more  even-handed  justice,  all  alike  should  be  valued  by  two 
state  appraisers,  chosen  for  their  knowledge  of  animals  and  their  values  and  for 
their  integrity. 

8th. — Indemnities  should  be  paid  without  delay  on  presentation  of  the  affida- 
vits of  the  stock-owners,  the  inspector,  and  the  state  appraisers. 

9th. — The  precautions  perscribed  for  private  owners  under  the  headings  9  to 
15,  and  18,  should  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  state  officers. 

10th. — Disinfection  of  all  contaminated  premises  and  objects  should  be  done 
at  state  expense  and  by  a  special  disinfecting  corps,  under  a  trained,  careful  and 
thorough  foreman. 

11th. — Attendants  on  cattle  or  other  meat-producing  animals,  who  show  any 
chronic  disease  of  the  air  passages,  lungs,  or  bowels,  should  be  examined  for  tu- 
berculosis by  the  municipal  or  town  health  officer,  and  their  expectoration  should 
be  tested  bacteriologically.  If  found  to  be  tuberculous,  they  must  be  forbidden 
to  continue  this  occupation. 

12tti. — Though  herds  have  been  tested  and  guaranteed  sound,  such  guaranty 
must  lapse  as  soon  as  new  animals  are  introduced  into  them  from  public  markets 
or  untested  herds.  The  guaranty  may  be  preserved  by  having  all  such  additions 
tested  by  tuberculin  before  they  are  added  to  the  herd. 

13th. — In  making  tests  with  tuberculin,  the  inspector  will,  as  a  rule,  omit  cases 
that  are  suffering  acutely  from  other  diseases  or  from  advanced  general  tubercu- 
losis, or  that  are  approaching  oestrum  or  parturition;  such  cases  must  be  secluded 
and  tested  later,  when  there  is  no  such  source  of  fallacy. 

14th. — All  deaths  in  inspected  and  attested  herds  should  be  promptly  reported 
to  the  government  veterinary  inspector  of  the  district,  who  should  make  a  care- 
ful ^90.s^-??iorte?«  examination,  and  if  he  finds  tuberculosis  in  even  a  latent  form, 
the  whole  herd  should  be  again  tested  with  tuberculin. 

The  most  recent  literature  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  Dr.  S.  A. 
Knopf,  presented  to  the  section  on  state  medicine  at  the  forty-eighth 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  held  at  Phila- 
delphia, June  1-4,  1897:  "  The  present  status  of  preventive  means 
against  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  in  the  several  states  of  the  union 
critically  reviewed." 

DIPHTHERIA,    ITS    PREVENTION    AND    THERAPEUTICS. 

It  has  been  about  100  years  since  a  measure  was  introduced  for  the 
prevention  of  smallpox  (variola),  one  of  the  most  dreaded  scourges, 
at  that  time  (1796),  of  the  human  family;  and  by  that  measure  — 
vaccination  —  no  one  who  has  been  recently  successfully  protected,  as 
indicated  by  the  visible  evidence,  has  occasion  for  fear.  That  discov- 
ery was  much  more  slowly  accepted  than  has  been  the  preventive  and 
protective  measure  —  the  use  of  diphtheria  antitoxin.  The  action  is, 
in  many  respects,  apparently  i^arallel. 

Tuberculin  as  a  remedial  agent  was  hoped  to  be  valuable,  but  it 
entirely  failed  as  such;  yet  its  value  as  a  diagnostic  agent  is  inesti- 
mable.    Very  different  is  the  case  with  diphtheria  antitoxin. 

Most  of   the  want  of  confidence  in  the   efficacy  of   this   invalu- 
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able  means  —  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  —  has  resulted  from  improper 
methods  in  preparation,  as  above  stated  ;  but  especially  from  limited 
observation,  conflicting  reports,  and  from  improper  use.  There  are 
rules  by  which  to  be  governed  in  its  use  in  order  to  obtain  the  most 
favorable  results  from  diphtheria  antitoxin.  Table  No.  10,  page  181, 
of  the  St.  Louis  Health  Report,  demonstrates  most  clearly  the  im- 
portance—  yes.  the  nece.ssity  —  of  the  early  use  of  the  preparation. 
Here  the  parallel  is  found  to  be  complete  in  vaccination  as  an  anti- 
toxin against  smallpox.  No  one  would  expect  to  cure  smallpox  by 
vaccination  if  used  after  the  disease  had  been  established.  Much  the 
same  is  true  of  antitoxin  against  diphtheria.

In  15  cases  the  day  of  the  disease  on  which  antitoxin  was  administered  is  not 
given.  These  cases,  if  added  to  the  above,  would  increase  the  percentage  of  re- 
coveries a  small  fraction. 

The  deaths  in  Kansas  in  1897  from  this  jjreventable  disease  are  (re- 
ported) 286;  quite  likely  many  more,  as  croup,  mostly  one  form  of 
diphtheritic  manifestation,  records  209,  making  a  total  of  -495.  What 
a  figure !  At  least  500  deaths,  and  yet  no  special  epidemic !  This  con- 
dition should  never  again  occur  in  Kansas.  There  is  a  most  criminal 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  physicians  in  not  reporting  the  first 
cases,  and  in  not  obeying  the  law  respecting  infectious  diseases,  and 
the  penalty  for  such  criminality  should  be  quadrupled,  and  enforced. 

finally. 
"Death  rate  under  antitoxin  treatment  (15  months),  6.56  per  cent. 
It  is  well  within  bounds  to  claim  a  direct  saving  of  at  least  1,200  lives 
through  the  introduction  and  use  of  antitoxin  in  diphtheria  by  the 
Chicago  health  department  during  the  last  15  months  (ending  1896)." 
—  Sanitarian.  The  best  that  could  be  said  on  prophylaxis  up  to 
1887  is  found  in  my  work  on  "  Diphtheria,  Croup,  and  Tracheotomy,"  * 
pp.  655,  656  (and  they  are  still  good  measures),  is  taken  from  the 
Council  of  Hygiene  of  France: 

Preventive  meas^n-es.  Diphtheria  is  a  contagious  affection.  All  associa- 
tion of  children  with  persons  infected  by  it  should  be  interdicted.     No  medicine 

*  GUI's  Sanne  on  Diphtheria,  Croup,  and  Tracheotomy,  J.  H.  Chambers  &  Co.,  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  1537. 
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is  known  to-day  that  is  protective  against  diphtheria.*  It  is  important,  particu- 
larly during  the  prevalence  of  epidemics,  to  nourish  children  as  carefully  as 
possible,  and  to  see  that  they  are  not  subjected  to  the  prolonged  influence  of 
moisture  and  cold.  It  is  important  to  attend  to  all  throat  affections  at  their 
onset. 

Measures  to  he  taken  ivhen  a  case  of  diphtheria  appears  in  a  family.  It 
is  indispensable  to  remove  the  case  at  once  from  all  communication  with  other 
persons,  especially  children,  who  are  not  concerned  in  the  treatmont  of  the  dis- 
ease. Those  who  wait  upon  the  case  should  not  embrace  the  patient,  inhale  the 
breath,  or  stand  in  front  of  the  mouth  of  the  patient  during  attacks  of  coughing. 
If  they  have  any  cracks  or  sores  on  the  hands  or  face,  they  should  cover  them 
carefully  with  collodion.  They  should  be  well  nourished,  and  go  out  into  the 
fresh  air  several  times  every  day,  taking  the  precaution  of  first  washing  the  hands 
and  face  with  water  containing,  to  the  quart,  about  three  teaspoonfuls  of  crys- 
tallized boracic  acid,  or  15  grains  of  thymic  acid.  They  should  be  careful  not  to 
remain  night  and  day  in  the  room  of  the  patient. 

Measures  of  disinfection  in  the  course  of  the  disease  or  in  case  of  death. 
(1)  The  matters  discharged  by  coughing  or  vomiting  should  be  destroyed  by  the 
aid  of  a  solution  containing  50  grammes  (  g  iss )  of  chloride  of  zinc  or  sulphate  of 
copper  to  the  quart  of  water.  The  soiled  linen,  clothes,  etc.,  should  be  immedi- 
ately washed  in  one  of  these  solutions,  and  then  plunged  into  water  which  is 
kept  boiling  for  an  hour  at  least.  The  spoons,  glasses,  etc.,  after  being  used  by 
the  patient,  should  be  plunged  into  boiling  water. 

(2)  Whatever  be  the  cause  of  the  disease,  disinfection  is  indispensable. 
Fumigations  with  sulphur  are  to  be  conducted  as  follows :  After  closing  all  open- 
ings in  the  room,  an  earthen  pan  containing  hot  coals  is  to  be  placed  upon  sand, 
and  on  it  powdered  sulphur  to  be  placed  proportional  in  amount  to  the  size  of 
the  room  (20  grammes,  or  3  v,  to  the  cubic  meter).  The  chamber  must  remain 
closed  for  24  hours,  and  then  be  freely  aired.  The  clothes,  linen  and  other  cloths 
used  by  the  patient  are  to  be  disinfected  by  the  solutions  mentioned  before  being 
sent  to  the  wash.  The  mattress  should  be  opened  and  left  in  the  chamber  dur- 
ing the  fumigation. 

Formaldehyde  seems  now  to  be  claiming  the  honors  as  the  disin- 
fectant for  general  use  in  rooms  and  buildings. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Amendments  of  the  medical  laws,  enacting  into  statutes  many 
of  the  rules  of  the  Board,  so  that  they  may  be  mandatory  and  may  be 
enforced  by  having  penalties  attached. 

2.  State  inspectors  (either  as  an  independent  body  or  as  a  part  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health)  whose  sole  business  shall  be  to  analyze 
the  water-supplies,  the  food  supplies,  the  beef  cattle  and  pork  supplies 
of  the  state  when  called  u^Don  by  the  i^roper  authority  to  do  so. 

3.  Make  the  State  Board  more  efficient,  giving  it  more  authority, 
and  adding  in  some  way  to  its  membership  a  civil  engineer;  a  profes- 
sional chemist;  and  an  expert  hacteriologist,  whose  entire  time  shall 
be  employed  in  that  work.

The  salary  of  the  Secretary  had  always  been  $2,000  until  1897;  and 
the  general  expenses  of  the  Board  SI. 000  or  more.  The  work  to  be 
performed  has  and  should  increase  from  year  to  year. 

This  year  the  appropriation  for  the  general  expenses  (SHOO)  is  not 
enough  to  pay  the  general  expenses.  Very  few  competent  men  will 
give  their  time  and  service  as  members,  and  pay  their  own  expenses. 

These  changes  can  be  most  profitably  made  for  the  increased  effi- 
ciency and  value  of  the  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  for 

the  general  welfare.

In  response  to  the  above  call,  the  Kansas  State  Board  of  Health 
convened  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  in  the  city  of  Topeka,  at  1 
o'clock  p.  M.  of  this  day,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  the 
President  being  absent.

In  response  to  the  above  call,  the  Kansas  State  Board  of  Health 
convened  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  in  the  city  of  Topeka,  at  the 
state-house,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  of  this  day,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Secretary,  there  being  no  President. 

The  motion  made  by  Doctor  Jenney,  and  seconded  by  Doctor 
Bohrer,  that  Doctor  Cole  act  as  chairman  ^/'O  tern.,  prevailed. 

Members  present:  Doctors  Gill,  Cole,  Trivett,  Plehn,  Eidson, 
Jenney,  Hoover,  Bohrer,  and  Focht. 

It  was  decided,  upon  motion  made  by  Doctor  Gill,  and  seconded 
by  Doctor  Jenney,  that  all  those  who  had  not  been  sworn  in  repair  to 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  for  such  purpose. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  regular,  and  also  the  special,  meeting 
were  read,  and  approved  as  read. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  the  report  of  his  action  in  the  dis- 
posal of  the  work  since  the  last  meeting,  which,  upon  motion,  was 
adopted  as  a  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  ordered  placed 

on  file. 

secretary's  report. 

In  making  this  report  to  the  new  State  Board  of  Health,  will  say,  that  as  there 
has  been  no  meeting  of  the  Board  since  February  8,  and  as  a  greater  part  of 
the  work  devolves  on  the  Secretary,  that  I  will  necessarily  make  this  report  very 
brief.  There  have  been  no  happenings  of  very  great  importance  that  are  worth 
special  mention,  the  principal  work  being  the  correspondence,  compiling  reports 
and  sending  out  supplies.  The  assessors'  reports  have  been  coming  in  very  slow; 
hence  the  compiling  of  these  is  not  completed.  All  of  these  that  have  come  in 
are  completed,  yet  I  have  been  compelled  to  hire  extra  help  in  doing  so.  The 
reason  I  have  done  this  is,  that  I  did  not  want  to  leave  the  work  for  some  one  else 
to  do.  and  that  there  was  plenty  of  the  contingent  fund  on  hand,  and  thought  that 
it  might  be  used  for  this  purpose,  as  the  appropriation  for  next  year  has  been 
reduced  below  what  it  taks  to  run  this  office,  and  that  the  salary  of  the  Secre- 
tary being  reduced  one-half,  I  thought  it  best  to  get  as  much  work  out  of  the  old 
appropriation  as  was  possible  to  at  this  time.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that  the  ap- 
propriations have  been  cut  down  at  a  time  when  the  work  of  this  office  is  increas- 
ing instead  of  decreasing.     The  first  year  that  I  had  charge  of  this  office  I  sent 
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out  over  10,000  pieces  of  mail  matter,  and  the  past  year  has  been  equal  to  it  if 
not  greater.  There  has  been  quite  an  epidemic  of  measles,  chicken-pox  and 
scarlet  fever  during  the  past  six  months,  but  am  pleased  to  say  that  it  has  been 
of  a  very  mild  type,  and  but  few  deaths.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  three 
state  societies  have  a  joint  session  here  in  Topeka  next  year.  There  has  been  a 
committee  appointed  by  each  society,  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  Secretary 
invite  the  different  committees  to  meet  with  them  at  their  next  meeting  and 
secure  a  united  action  for  the  coming  year. 

I  had  intended  making  some  visits  to  the  state  institutions  before  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  but  owing  to  so  much  work  here  in  office  and  sickness  in  my 
family,  I  have  been  unable  to  do  so. 

I  was  called  to  Olathe  on  the  21st  inst.,  to  inspect  or  assist  in  carrying  out  a 
quarantine  there,  wherein  there  is  liable  to  be  a  damage  suit  against  the  city  for 
quarantining  a  case  of  scarlet  fever.  I  requested  the  parties  to  allow  me  to  see 
the  case,  but  was  told  that  the  child  had  gone  to  the  country  visiting.  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  there  will  be  no  case  presented. 

In  conclusion,  will  say,  that  there  is  money  in  the  treasury.  Of  the  con- 
tingent fund,  there  will  be  about  $320;  of  the  sanitary  fund,  there  will  be  very 
near  8430.  I  sincerely  hope  for  the  good  of  this  Board  in  the  future.  My  best 
wishes  go  with  you,  and  my  work  in  the  future  will  be,  as  in  the  past,  for  the  bet- 
tering of  the  profession  and  the  people  of  the  state  of  Kansas.

There  being  no  election,  it  was  then  decided,  upon  motion  by  Doc- 
tor Gill,  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Eidson,  that  after  the  succeeding 
ballot  all  but  the  two  names  who  received  the  largest  number  of  votes 
be  dropped. 

The  next  ballot,  there  being  no  election,  the  names  of  Doctors 
Jenney  and  Hoover  were  retained,  they  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes,  and  as  the  succeeding  ballot  showed  Doctor  Hoover  as  hav- 
ing the  greatest  number  of  votes,  it  was  moved  by  Doctor  Jenney, 
and  seconded  by  Doctor  Gill,  that  the  election  be  made  unanimous. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

Doctor  Hoover  then  took  the  chair,  and  made  a  few  appropriate 
remarks. 

Doctor  Kirkpatrick  tendered  his  resignation  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  to  take  place  July  1,  1897,  and,  upon  motion,  the  resignation 
was  accepted.     The  following  resolution  was  offered: 

"Whereas,  The  relations  of  Dr.  Thos.  Kirkpatrick,  as  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  having  ceased  by  reason  of  his  resignation,  we,  therefore,  as 
members  of  the  present  Board,  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  worth 
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and  character  of  Doctor  Kirkpatrick  in  his  efforts  to  protect  the  people  of  our 
state  from  the  ravages  of  disease  and  from  the  baneful  effects  of  empiricism,  and 
in  his  retirement  from  the  labors  connected  with  the  Board  we  assure  him  that 
our  best  wishes  follow  him  in  his  new  field  of  professional  labors." 

Moved  by  Doctor  Jenney  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Cole  that  the 
resolution  be  adopted.     The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  was  the  next  in  order  of  business.  It 
was  decided,  upon  motion,  that  an  informal  ballot  be  taken. 

Upon  the  first  ballot,  Doctor  Gilbert  received  3  votes;  Doctor 
LaFevre,  1;  Doctor  Gill,  4;  and  Doctor  Gray,  1.  The  formal  ballot 
next  taken  resulted  in  Doctor  Gill  receiving  5  votes;  Doctor  Gilbert, 
3;  and  Doctor  LaFevre,  1.  It  was  decided,  upon  motion,  that  the 
election  be  made  unanimous,  and  thereby  Doctor  Gill  was  duly  de- 
clared Secretary  elect,  his  torm  of  office  to  begin  July  1,  1897. 
Doctor  Gill  made  some  very  appropriate  reoiarks,  after  which  it  was 
requested  that  he  tender  a  written  resignation  of  his  membership  of 
the  Board  to  the  governor.

Water  Sources,  Drainage,  and  Disposal  of  Substances  Dangerous  to  Public 
Health. — Doctors  Eidson,  Cole,  and  Plehn. 

Special  Sources  of  Danger  to  Life  and  Health. — Doctors  Trivett,  Focht,  and 
Gillett. 

Adulteration  of  Foods,  Drugs,  and  Drinks. — Doctors  Plehn,  Bohrer,  and 
Hoover. 

Vital  Statistics,  Registration,  and  Nomenclature. — Doctors  Gill  and  Hoover. 

Finance  and  Executive. — Doctors  Trivett,  Focht,  and  Bohrer. 

The  election  of  a  State  Chemist  was  then  in  order,  and,  upon  mo- 
tion, the  election  proceeded  by  ballot.  The  ballot  resulted  in  Doctor 
LaFevre  receiving  the  majority,  and  he  was  thereby  duly  elected 
State  Chemist. 

The  motion  prevailed,  made  by  Doctor  Hoover  and  seconded  by 
Doctor  Trivett,  that  the  President  appoint  some  one  to  see  Mr.  Bush 
immediately,  and  ascertain  if  the  amount  of  stamps  needed  for  the 
coming  year  could  be  purchased  at  once. 

It  was  moved  by  Doctor  Eidson,  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Cole,  that

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board: 

Gentlemen  —  Having  been  elected  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of 
Kansas,  I  assumed  the  duties  July  1,  1897,  and  now  have  the  honor  to  submit  to 
you  my  first  report,  namely,  of  work  done  during  the  months  of  July,  August,  and 
September,  to  date.  Upon  looking  over  the  work  for  previous  months,  it  could 
be  plainly  seen  that  reports  from  the  counties  were  not  being  made  as  promptly 
and  fully  as  the  statutes  and  rules  required.  To  urge  an  improvement,  I,  with 
the  approval  of  the  President,  issued  a  circular  letter  on  the  subject  in  general, 
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giving  the  law,  in  brief,  on  the  subject,  and  sent  a  copy  to  every  county  health 

officer  in  the  state,  and  to  many  others.     The  work  was  all  done  in  the  office, 

without  the  aid  of  the  state  printer.     The  following  is  the  contents  of  the  letter  : 

Office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
ToPEKA,  Kan.,  .VuRust  4,  lb91. 
Circular  No.  1. 

Dear  Sir  — The  fact  that  quite  a  numlier  of  tho  health  officers  of  the  state  liave  made  in- 
quiry concerning  their  duty  in  makiuf;  the  reports  to  tho  State  Board  of  Health  required  from 
the  county  and  the  local  health  boards  has  given  occasion  for  tlie  attention  of  the  State  Board 
to  tho  -subject,  in  general,  of  reports,  as  required  by  the  state  statutes  and  adopted  by  the  Board 
and  published  from  time  to  time  iu  the  annual  reports  of  the  State  Board. 

Every  physician  is  required  by  law  (sec.  9)  [13034]  "  to  keep  a  record  of  the  deaths  occurring  in 
his  practice,  or  that  may  come  to  liis  knowledge  where  death  occurs  without  medical  attendance, 
noting  tho  form  of  the  disease,  and  as  far  as  possible  the  cause  which  produced  it,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  local  Jieallh  board  where  the  same  occurs,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  State  Board  of  Health  ;  and  any  failure  to  do  so  will  subject  said  physician  to  a 
fine  of  $10  for  each  and  every  offense." 

This  is  very  plain,  and  every  law-abiding  citizen  desiring  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of 
the  state  will  comply  therewith  —  a  reciuircment  so  easy  of  accomplishment,  and  one  required 
by  almost  every  state  in  the  union  and  by  every  enlightened  nation  on  the  globe. 

Now,  mark,  it  is  tho  duty  of  the  ithi/sician  to  report  to  the  local  counti/  hfulth  officer.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  county  health  officer  to  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Health ;  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Board  shall  superintend  the  reyislraiion  of  tho  vital  statistics  of  the  state.  Sec.  5 
[6030].  When  the  reports  are  not  made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  officer  who  should  receive  the  re- 
ports to  urge  as  far  as  possible  the  compliance  with  the  law,  and  that  not  being  heeded,  to  make 
complaint  to  the  legal  authority  of  tho  county  or  state.  Sec.  12  [6037].  Any  one  can  make  com- 
plaint. 

"The  Codnty  Commissioners  of  the  several  counties  of  the  state  shall  act  as  local  boards 
of  health  for  their  respective  counties."  The  county  health  officer  is  of  their  appointment  and 
under  their  direction  and  supervision,  and  whose  salary  they  fix.  Thoy  should  see  that  he  does 
his  duty,  or  he  should  cither  resign  or  not  receive  salary  for  non-performance  of  duty. 

The  salaries  run  from  $75  to  $150  a  year,  and  the  position  should  not  be  a  sinecure.  Physi- 
cians have  certain  proper  exemptions  (from  jury  duty),  and  should  recognize  some  obligation 
to  the  common  welfare  of  the  community,  and  should  be  willing,  without  stress  of  law,  to  per- 
form so  plain  a  duty  to  the  honor  of  the  medical  profession  and  the  good  of  the  state. 

When  men  not  legaUy  qualified  to  practice  in  the  state  do  so,  they  should  be  suppressed 
promptly  by  law.  The  state  statutes  are,  in  general,  sufficient,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local 
board  of  health  to  attend  to  this  also,  for  "  the  health  interests  of  the  state."    Sec.  4  [6029). 

Should  the  health  laws  of  the  state  be  properly  enforced,  their  enforcement  would  be  of  im- 
mense value  to  the  people  here,  as  it  has  been  in  other  states.       Very  truly  yours,

The  next  circular  letter,  being  the  second  of  a  general  character,  was  on  "The 
Prevention  of  Typhoid  Fever,"  issued  August  30,  1897,  and  printed  by  the  state. 
(See  Secretary's  annual  report.) 

Of  this  there  were  2,000  copies  printed,  and  copies  were  sent  to  the  county 
health  officers  of  the  several  counties,  and  to  cities,  medical  journals,  and  to 
many  medical  men,  officials  and  others  of  the  state,  and  to  some  out  of  the  state. 

At  the  time  of  preparing  these  circulars  a  very  heavy  correspondence  was  had 
with  persons  in  various  parts  of  our  state,  and  in  other  states. 

There  have  been  a  very  large  number  of  complaints,  the  authors  asking  advice 
and  relief,  all  of  which  received  as  prompt  response  as  possible,  citing  the  par- 
ticular statute  and  section,  sending  the  law  as  published  in  the  eleventh  annual 
report;  advising  what  steps  to  take;  in  all  cases  advising  the  county  health 
officer  of  the  complaint,  and  asking  of  him  a  report  of  the  facts.  In  one  case  it 
seemed  to  me  to  be  advisable  to  ask  the  opinion  of  the  attorney-general,  and  after 
sufficient  time  received  his  opinion.  That  opinion  has  been  of  benefit  in  strength- 
ening the  demands  of  the  county  health  officers  in  requiring  reports  from  physi- 
cians.    It  is  in  part  as  follows : 

"The  law  provides  a  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  its  requirements,  namely, 
a  fine  of  SIO  for  each  and  every  offense.    In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  prac- 
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ticing  physician  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  said  law,  the  local  board  of 
health  or  the  health  officer  of  said  board  may  lodge  complaint  with  the  county 
attorney,  whereupon  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  said  county  attorney  to  prose- 
cute. That  would  be,  in  my  opinion,  the  advisable  course  for  a  health  officer  to 
pursue  in  order  to  procure  the  enforcement  of  the  requirements  provided  by  the 
law  in  regard  to  practicing  physicians.  In  order  to  enforce  the  performance  of 
his  legal  duties  by  the  health  officer,  complaint  might  be  in  like  manner  lodged 
with  the  county  attorney  by  the  local  board." 

One  petition  was  signed  by  over  100  names,  asking  the  abatement  of  a  nui- 
sance. The  health  officer  responded  to  my  inquiry  at  considerable  length,  posi- 
tively denying  the  existence  of  any  nuisance,  and  his  statement  of  facts  would 
surely  substantiate  his  opinion  of  the  non-existence  of  a  nuisance  in  the  legal 
sense.  I  have  heard  nothing  of  the  matter  since  —  over  a  month.  (This  from 
Hiawatha.) 

There  are  many  complaints  concerning  illegal  practitioners.  It  is  very  im- 
portant that  the  Board  should  take  action  now,  and  as  soon  as  possible  have 
some  amendments  made  to  the  law  making  certain  provisions  more  explicit. 
There  are  certain  institutions  granting  diplomas  illegally.  There  are  three  now 
practicing  in  Crawford  county,  registered  as  having  obtained  diplomas  from  the 
Eclectic  college  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.  That  institution  has  been  declared  illegal. 
"  The  institution  was  a  fraud  in  every  sense,  and  the  '  diplomas '  issued  by  it  are 
no  good  anywhere." — B.  Wingate,  M.D.,  secretary  Wisconsin  state  board  of 
health. 

Another,  the  Independent  Medical  College,  of  Chicago,  111.,  was  declared 
fraudulent.  Another  method  is  in  practice.  Having  graduated  some  years  ago 
at  some  institution  authorized  to  grant  diplomas,  these  men  assume  that  because 
they  are  graduates  they  can  practice  all  manner  of  quackery,  such  as  "magnetic 
healer,"  "osteopathy,"  and  much  of  the  same  kind,  never  authorized  by  the  di- 
plomas received. 

The  Secretary  has  written  to  the  health  authorities  of  Texas  concerning  the 
status  in  that  state  of  the  yellow-fever  question,  as  to  cities  in  the  state  and  as  to 
quarantine. 

The  question  of  the  water-supply  of  our  cities  has  been  and  is  still  under  investi- 
gation. Twenty-four  of  our  largest  cities  were  addressed  through  their  health 
authorities  on  this  subject.  Quite  a  number  of  replies  have  been  received.  The 
work  is  in  progress.  This  office  is  in  communication  with  the  professor  of  chem- 
istry of  the  State  University,  Prof.  E.  H.  S.  Bailey,  who,  some  years  ago,  under- 
took the  work  of  analysis  of  the  water  of  the  various  cities  of  the  state. 

After  gathering  the  information  as  far  as  possible,  it  is  proposed  to  make  a 
general  statement  on  the  subject  for  public  information. 

There  were  two  cases  of  "outbreak "  of  diphtheria  officially  reported  — one  at 
Peabody,  in  which  there  were  two  deaths.  I  sent  immediately  instructions  on 
the  subject.  Received  from  the  health  officer,  later,  information  that  there  had 
been  no  more  cases  ;  that  all  the  precautions  had  been  taken,  and  that  no  further 
danger  was  feared. 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported  from  Emporia,  in  which  two  families 
were  infected,  living  some  distance  apart,  but  using  water  from  the  same  well, 
and  this  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  to  account  for  the  presence  of  typhoid  fever 
and  dysentery  in  the  city  ( Emporia )  from  year  to  year. 

The  reporter.  Dr.  J.  H.  Page,  says  :  "  Cisterns,  when  properly  constructed, 
are  perfectly  safe,  but  that  wells  are  apt  to  contain  contaminated  water."

AFTERNOON   SESSION, 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  at  2  p.  m. 

The  medical-ijractice  act  was  discussed  at  length,  together  with  the 
action  of  the  attorney-general,  and  upon  the  appearance  of  the  dele- 
gates from  the  three  state  medical  societies,  who  were  invited  to  meet 
with  tlie  Board,  the  motion  i^revailed  to  suspend  the  discussion  and 
proceed  to  the  appointing  of  a  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  state 
societies  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Upon  motion  by  Doctor  Jenney,  Doctor  Packer  was  elected  to  act 
as  chairman  of  the  session,  and  Doctor  Hutchinson  as  secretary. 

At  4: 30  P.  M.  the  regular  business  of  the  Board  was  again  taken  up, 
and  the  discussion  of  the  medical-practice  act  continued. 

Reports  from  the  standing  committees  being  next  in  the  order  of 
business,  Doctor  Bohrer,  of  the  Committee  on  Foods,  Drugs,  and 
Drinks,  offered  some  very  good  advice  in  regard  to  the  anti-adultera- 
tion of  foods  and  drinks. 

Upon  motion,  a  committee  of  three,  Doctors  Gill,  Trivett,  and 
Bohrer,  was  appointed  to  formulate  a  bill  to  be  presented  at  the  next 
session  of  the  legislature. 

A  motion,  made  by  Doctor  Bohrer,  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Gil- 
lett,  prevailed,  that  the  Independent  Medical  College,  of  Chicago,  be 
declared  illegal  by  this  Board. 

A  bill  of  $S  for  the  Sanitarian,  of  two  years'  standing,  was  then 
presented,  and  upon  motion  by  Doctor  Bohrer,  and  seconded  by  Doc- 
tor Trivett,  that  an  investigation  be  made,  and  if  said  bill  be  found  to 
be  just  it  be  pre,sented  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  general  fund.     The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  subscribe  for  the  Sanitarian  for 
the  year  1897.  The  motion  prevailed  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  make  an  estimate  of  what  amount  as  a  Board  will  be  needed  as 
an  appropriation,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

A  bill  of  $10  was  allowed  Doctor  Powell  for  repairs  upon  the  chem- 
ical apparatus,  and  ordered  paid. 

The  Secretary  made  some  interesting  statements  as  to  the  water- 
supply  of  our  cities,  after  which,  upon  motion,  the  Board  adjourned, 
to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Secretary.

The  Kansas  State  Board  of  Health  convened  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary,  at  the  state-house,  in  the  city  of  Topeka,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m. 
of  this  day,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  E.  M.  Hoover. 

Members  present:  Doctors  Plehn,  Trivett,  Focht,  Bohrer,  Eidson, 
Hoover,  and  Jenney.     Absent:  Doctors  Gillett  and  Cole. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read,  and  approved  as 
read.  Also,  upon  suggestion  of  the  Secretary,  the  minutes  of  the  June 
meeting  were  read,  and  upon  motion  were  adopted  as  a  part  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  the  report  of  his  work  since  the  last 
meeting,  which,  upon  motion,  was  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board,  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

secretary's  report. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen  —  Since  our  last  regular  meeting,  of  September  29,  1897,  the  fol- 
lowing, among  other  matters,  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  : 

Registration  of  Deaths,  etc. — The  registration  of  deaths,  births  and  mar- 
riages is  now  complete,  as  reported  by  the  assessors  for  the  year  ending  March, 
1897.  All  counties  in  the  state  except  eight  reported  and  have  been  tabulated, 
a  larger  total  number  than  ever  before.  During  the  quarter  there  have  been  io- 
quiries  innumerable  respecting  the  law  governing  various  points  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  this  state.  These  applications  have  come  from  within  and  with- 
out the  state.  A  full  answer  to  this  question  of  legal  qualifications  certainly 
does  little  credit  to  the  legislation  of  the  state  on  this  subject,  because  of  the  in- 
deflniteness  on  several  points.  While  the  Board  cannot  enact  laws,  it  can  make 
rides,  and  is  required  to  do  so  by  section  5,  1897,  under  the  law  creating  the 
Board,  by  which  the  purposes  of  the  law  may  be  carried  out,  and  the  law  (sec- 
tion 9)  prescribes  a  penalty  for  violation  of  these  rules.  The  required  blanks 
have  been  sent  out.  We  have  quite  recently  sent  out  an  urgent  notice  to  the 
delinquent  counties  to  forward  at  once  the  reports  required  by  law.  We  may  say 
that  we  have  been  unusually  successful  in  getting  reports. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  the  Secretary  attended  the  examination  of  tuber- 
culosis in  the  herd  at  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College,  at  Manhattan, 
October  20.     The  herd  had  been  subjected  to  two  successive  tests  with  tuber- 
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culin  —  one  in  January  and  one  in  October,  1897.  Nineteen  cattle,  including  two 
calves,  were  slaughtered,  examined,  and  their  carcasses  burned.  The  examina- 
tion was  conducted  under  the  authority  of  the  regents  and  college  authorities; 
and  a  report  was  made  to  the  regents  by  Dr.  James  Law,  veterinarian  of  Cor- 
nell University,  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  Dr.  T.  A.  Geddes,  and  Prof.  Paul  Fischer,  of  the 
college. 

The  Secretary  embraced  the  opportunity  to  collect  quite  a  number  of  the 
pathological  specimens  —  diseased  glands,  lungs,  and  udder.  These  have  been 
examined,  both  in  naked-eye  appearance  and  in  microscopic  section;  and  I  have 
now  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  the  Board  the  same  for  inspection.  [The  Sec- 
retary then  presented  the  specimens,  macroscopical  and  microscopical.]  Here  are 
some  of  the  finest  ones,  showing  the  various  stages;  others  were  left  at  the  State 
University,  and  still  others  at  the  Kansas  Medical  College.  This  was  a  rare  op- 
portunity to  witness  the  various  phases  and  degrees  of  this  very  prevalent  disease, 
which  interests  to  so  important  a  degree  the  health  of  the  human  family  as  well 
as  that  of  domestic  cattle.  Invitations  had  been  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  and  to  the  chemist.  A  more  elaborate  report  will  be  prepared  for  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  State  Board  for  1897,  which  is  now  well  forward  in  preparation. 

The  Secretary  is  compelled  to  urge  that  vigorous  and  definite  action  be  ordered 
by  the  Board  to  enforce  the  statutes  respecting  the  reports  by  physicians  of  deaths 
occurring  in  their  practice.  The  law  is  clear,  the  penalty  is  attached,  and  the  at- 
torney-general has  decided  that  the  law  can  be  enforced.   [See  letter.] 

Registration  of  physicians  and  of  midwives  seems  to  be  regarded  with  indiffer- 
ence, or  as  merely  optional.  [Here  recommended  a  form  of  registration  and  an 
oath.]    Rule  xxviii. 

All  the  state  institutions  have  been  requested  to  send  from  their  physicians  a 
report,  such  as  is  required  by  rule  xxvi,  setting  forth  the  sanitary  condition  of 
their  respective  institutions.  Their  replies  are  very  satisfactory,  as  the  following 
summary  will  show: 

State  Penitentiary,  Lansing:  The  report  gives  a  most  commendable  and 
elaborate  statement  of  the  water-supply  and  ventilation,  showing  plans  of  venti- 
lation and  improvements  that  have  been  made  during  the  past  summer:  food, 
clothing,  and  general  management,  including  all  sanitary  measures;  10  typewrit- 
ten pages.     Mortality:   Seven  deaths  from  April  13,  to  November  15,  1897. 

Kansas  State  Reform  School,  at  Topeka:  "The  sanitary  condition  of  the 
reform  school  is  quite  first  class." 

Kansas  State  Insane  Asylum,  Topeka:  Average  population  for  the  last  four 
months,  about  750.  Health  has  been  remarkahl.u  good.  No  epidemic  of  any 
kind  ;  a  few  cases  of  malaria.  "  The  sanitary  condition  of  our  surroundings  can- 
not be  excelled  in  the  state."  Water-supply  all  that  could  be  desired  in  point  of 
purity.     System  of  drainage  perfect.     Number  of  deaths  during  above  period,  20. 

Kansas  State  Insane  Asylum,  Osawatomie:  General  health  of  the  institu- 
tion has  been  good.  No  cases  of  typhoid  or  other  fevers.  Ventilation  and  gen- 
eral sanitary  arrangements  first  class  in  every  respect. 

Kansas  State  Soldiers'  Home,  Fort  Dodge:  "Sanitary  condition  of  the 
hospital  and  home  is  at  present  good." 

Blind  Asylum,  Kansas  City,  Kan.  The  report  is:  "I  find  upon  thorough 
investigation  that  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  in  an  excellent  condition,  the 
plumbing  is  good,  outhouses  and  stables  are  free  from  noxious  smells,  and  that 
there  exists  nothing  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  community  occupying  the 
premises." 
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Kansas  State  Agricultural  College,  Manhattan:  Pres.  Thomas  E.  Will 
reports  the  buildings,  grounds  and  well  as  in  excellent  condition. 

Kansas  State  Asylum  for  Idiotic  and  Imbecile  Youth,  Winfield :  No 
report. 

Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  Atchison  :  Annual  report. — Diphtheria  during 
November,  20  cases.  "  The  first  cases  were  true  diphtheria,  in  a  malignant  form, 
while  those  following  were  less  virulent  by  season  of  liberal  use  of  disinfectants." 
No  deaths.  "  Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  bad  sewerage  system,"  and 
asking  that  the  Board  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  governor  and  the 
board  of  charities.  The  board  of  charities  was  at  once  notified.  [See  their 
letter.] 

The  investigation  of  water-supply,  public  as  well  as  private,  of  all  our  larger 
cities  throughout  the  state  has  been  continued,  and  a  new  analysis  has  been 
promised  in  some  cases ;  one  already  made  without  expense  to  the  Board.  On 
this  subject,  and  on  the  question  of  ice,  a  more  full  report  will  be  made  in  the 
annual  report  for  the  year.  A  personal  interview,  as  well  as  a  written  communica- 
eion,  has  been  had  with  the  state  labor  commissioner,  Hon.  W.  L.  A.  Johnson, 
on  the  subject  of  pure  air  and  pure  water  for  the  laboring  classes  of  the  state. 
especially  the  miners.  He  has  been  making  inquiry,  at  my  suggestion,  on  these 
subjects  also.  It  is  necessary  to  reiterate  again  and  again,  that  health  cannot  be 
maintained,  whatever  else  may  be  done,  without  pure  water.     [See  his  letter.] 

The  question  of  school  sanitation  has  been  under  consideration  with  State 
Superintendent  Stryker,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  official  action  be  taken  by 
this  board,  recommending  ( 1 )  that  a  physician  ( sanitarian )  be  appointed  or 
elected  by  every  school  board  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes;  and  (2) 
that  the  county  health  officer  be  required  to  inspect,  either  personally  or  by 
proxy,  the  schoolhouses  in  his  county  before  the  fall  term  of  school  begins,  and 
at  any  other  time  during  school  terms,  respecting  ventilation,  heating,  lighting, 
and  the  water-supply,  and  to  make  a  written  report  to  the  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools,  and  if,  in  his  judgment,  to  the  township  boards  also.  [  See  report 
or  letter  to  Superintendent  Stryker.] 

Health  reports  from  various  points  of  slight  outbreaks  of  scarlet  fever,  diph- 
theria, typhoid  fever  and  measles  have  been  received,  but  they  seldom  have  been 
of  serious  extent,  and  they  have  been  promptly  arrested  when  the  laws  and  the  rules 
of  the  Board  have  been  published  and  enforced.  Several  such  outbreaks  have 
been  published  in  the  newspapers,  but  upon  inquiry  by  the  Secretary  they  have 
been  found  in  every  case  to  be  greatly  exaggerated. 

The  mayor  of  Carbondale  telephoned  to  this  office,  requesting  that  the  Secre- 
tary come  down  and  investigate  a  case  of  reported  scarlet  fever,  as  the  physicians 
could  not  agree  respecting  the  other  cases.  I  telegraphed  Doctor  Trivett  of  our 
Board  to  meet  me  if  possible  that  evening  or  next  morning.  Being  absent  at  the 
time  of  the  dispatch  reaching  his  place,  as  he  informed  me,  the  doctor  did  not 
come.  I  met  the  local  health  officer,  Doctor  Hamilton,  saw  the  last  case,  and 
made  the  diagnosis  of  mild  scarlet  fever.  A  general  conference  was  held  with  the 
mayor,  the  school  board,  the  principal  of  the  schools,  and  the  gentleman  in  whose 
family  the  case  was.  The  laws  and  the  rules  of  the  Board  were  explained  to  them, 
instructions  and  advice  given,  and  copies  of  the  laws  and  rules  left  with  them  in 
which  was  pointed  out  the  course  to  pursue  in  the  premises.  They  had  a  notice 
put  on  the  house,  and  several  of  the  laws  and  rules  of  the  Board  ( the  same  as  in 
the  case  at  Pittsburg,  Kan.)  were  published  in  the  local  paper.  While  there 
seemed  to  have  been  some  opposition  on  the  part  of  individuals,  the  school  board 
stood  by  the  law,  and  the  children  of  the  affected  family  ceased  to  attend  school. 

A  bi-monthly  bulletin  published  by  authority  of  the  Board,  setting  forth  the 
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health  conditions  of  the  several  counties,  and  at  times  giving  rules  for  the  gen- 
eral management  of  diseases  as  may  deemed  wise,  also  to  urge  the  promptness  of 
all  reports  required,  will  be  of  immense  advantage. 

We  have  a  report  of  the  existence  of  scarlet  fever  west  of  Labette  City,  La- 
bette county,  in  which  several  cases  had  existed,  but  had  not  been  reported  to  the 
county  health  officer  until  serious  cases,  and  one  death,  aroused  attention.  After 
the  county  health  officer  wrote  inquiring,  the  following  reply  was  returned :  "Yes, 
I  have  had  several  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  three  of  them  very  bad.  All  of  them 
now  seem  to  be  improving  except  one,  and  I  think  that  is  turning  for  the  better. 
As  to  quarantine,  the  school  ivas  closed  and  every  one  of  the  families  that  were 
afflicted  ;  in  fact,  they  needed  assistance,  and  could  not  get  any.  I  think  the 
trouble  was  in  the  school  before  any  one  realized  the  nature  of  the  trouble.  They 
called  it  'Scarlatina  and  Scarlatine,  etc.,'  having  been  informed  by  some  that 
'there  was  no  danger  —  it  was  not  contagious. '  In  fact,  it  did  seem  as  if  there  was 
no  danger,  as  a  large  number  only  had  a  light  attack,  the  rash  and  sore  throat, 
etc.,  so  I  have  been  informed,  and  these  that  I  have  had  charge  of  were  not 
dangerous  except  two.  All  are  up  except  one,  and  I  fear  that  her  throat  will  have 
to  have  the  knife.  I  believe  that  I  have  told  all  and  perhaps  more  than  necessary." 
Yet,  this  is  a  first  report,  on  inquiry,  from  an  M.  D.  in  this  state,  with  the  law  of 
the  state  making  it  his  duty  to  report  promptly.     Sec.  5  [6030]. 

There  is  no  question  whatever  but  that  the  appointment  of  county  sanitary 
inspectors  (volunteer),  selected  by  the  State  Board,  would  be  of  immense  value 
to  the  Board  and  to  the  health  interests  of  the  state.  The  efficient  and  energetic 
Pennsylvania  board  has  such  an  inspection,  and  the  work  of  the  board  is  very 
greatly  aided  in  every  particular  by  such  an  arrangement. 

County  sanitary  associations  can  thus  be  aided  in  organization  and  work. 
Many  of  the  counties  of  Kansas  have  a  sufficiently  large  number  of  physicians 
who  are  interested  in  sanitary  subjects  to  be,  by  organized  effort,  of  immense  in- 
fluence for  good  in  all  local  sanitary  measures.  I  can  certainly  recommend  most 
heartily  such  appointments,  especially  in  all  the  more  thickly  populated  counties. 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  has  been  directed  to  all  the  broader  lines  of  general 
sanitary  subjects  by  correspondence  and  personal  interviews,  namely,  the  ques- 
tion of  public  and  private  water  supplies  of  all  the  larger  cities  of  the  state  — 
nearly  30;  and  on  this  subject  consulting  with  the  most  eminent  chemists,  sani- 
tarians and  civil  engineers  in  the  state  in  procuring,  when  possible,  a  recent  (or 
new  )  analysis  ( and  copies  of  older  ones)  without  any  expense  to  the  Board  ;  con- 
sulting with  the  state  commissioner  of  labor,  Hon.  W.  L.  A.  Johnson,  with  special 
reference  to  the  ventilation  of  the  mines  and  the  water-supply  furnished  to  the 
miners  —  making  these  subjects  a  part  of  his  official  inquiry.  On  the  subject  of 
school  hygiene,  the  Secretary  has  had  numerous  interviews  with  the  superiu- 
tendetif  of  public  instruction;  and  at  Mr.  Stryker's  request  the  following  letter, 
with  recommendations,  was  sent  to  him,  and  which  he  has  had  printed  for  the 
benefit,  first,  of  the  teachers  and  educators  of  the  state,  and,  second,  through 
them  to  the  people  ( see  page  8 ). 

On  the  subject  of  diseased  dairy  and  beef  cattle,  the  knowledge  and  advice  of 
the  secretary  of  the  board  of  agriculture  have  been  sought.  In  fact,  every  known 
source  of  valuable  information  has  been  constantly  had  in  mind,  not  excepting 
the  board  of  pharmacy. 

The  financial  affairs  have  been  managed  with  a  careful  regard  to  the  best  use 
of  the  smaller  appropriation  for  our  work.  The  expenses  of  special  work  —  rail- 
road, telegraph,  etc. —  of  the  Secretary  have  been  less  than  $12  for  the  six  months. 
Personal  expense,  nothing  to  the  Board  since  the  last  meeting.

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AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 
Upon  motion  by  Doctor  Bohrer,  seconded  by  Doctor  Jenney,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  secure  blanks  that  correspond  with  the 
books  of  the  county  health  officers,  instead  of  the  ones  which  have 
been  in  use. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  a  sanitary  inspector  for  each  county  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  make  volunteer  reports  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  their  respective 
counties  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  State  Board,  or  oftener  if  deemed  necessary  by  said  inspectors. 

Jiesolved,  That  we,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  earnestly  recommend  that  all 
school  boards  of  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  elect  or  appoint  a  sanitary 
school  inspector  for  the  schools  of  their  respective  cities,  who  shall  inspect  and 
report  to  said  school  boards  upon  all  matters  pertaining  to  sanitary  measures 
affecting  the  health  of  said  schools. 

Resolved,  That  all  persons  practicing  medicine  in  the  state  of  Kansas  by  vir- 
tue of  diplomas  from  the  following  so-called  medical  colleges  are  doing  so  illegally, 
and  are  subject  to  prosecution  under  the  statutes  of  Kansas,  and  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  cease  practice  until  legally  qualified  to  do  so  according  to  law  :  Wis- 
consin Eclectic  Medical  College ;  Illinois  Health  University,  Chicago ;  Illinois 
Medical  College :  also  the  Independent  Medical  College.  County  health  officers 
are  hereby  duly  notified  of  this  action,  and  will  govern  themselves  accordingly. 
Persons  registering  under  diplomos  from  the  above  so-called  institutions  will  not 
have  their  names  published  in  the  annual  report  in  the  list  of  registered  physi- 
cians. 

Resolved,  That  the  executive  council  and  the  committee  on  public  printing 
be  and  are  hereby  earnestly  requested  to  have  the  annual  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  published  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  new 
county  health  officers  may  be  early  informed  of  their  duty.  Also,  that  1,000 
copies,  unbound,  of  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  rules  of  the  Board  be  printed 
to  put  in  the  hands  of  the  profession  and  sent  to  those  asking  information  on  the 
subject. 

Recommendation  :  The  State  Board  of  Health  recommends  that  the  several 
county  health  officers  receive  as  compensation,  according  to  size  of  county  and 
duties  to  be  performed,  not  les3  than  $25  per  annum  to  S350;  and  that  they  be 
required  by  the  county  boards  of  health  to  perform  their  duties  promptly  and 
faithfully. 

Upon  motion,  the  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  ordered  placed  in 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

Upon  general  expression  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  upon 
motion  by  Doctor  Focht,  seconded  by  Doctor  Jenney,  Doctor  Gilbert 
was  given  a  hearing  in  regard  to  his  being  former  chemist  and  the 
removal  of  the  apparatus. 

It  was  decided,  upon  motion,  that  Doctor  Gilbert  make  out  and 
present  the  bill  for  the  apparatus  to  the  legislature  at  its  next  session, 
and  this  Board  will  use  its  influence  in  having  it  paid. 

The  President  then  presented  to  the  Board  the  petition  and  com- 
plaint that  had  been  lodged  against  the  Secretary,  Dr.  H.  Z.  Gill. 
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Upon  motion,  it  was  decided  to  investigate  the  charges  the  follow- 
ing morning,  at  8  o'clock. 

The  following  rules  were  then  presented  by  the  Secretary,  and,  up- 
on motion,  were  adopted  as  rules  of  the  Board: 

RcLK  XXVI.  The  following  rule  is  made  with  respect  to  public  institutions: 
It  is  respectfully  recommended  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  state  charitable 
institutions,  the  several  boards  of  education,  the  trustees  or  directors  of  the  sev- 
eral hospitals  within  the  state,  the  officers  and  regents  of  the  state  university, 
normal  school,  and  agricultural  college,  and  other  institutions  of  higher  educa- 
tion, to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  by  their  health  officers  or  attending  physi- 
cians, or  by  one  or  more  experts  in  sanitary  science,  at  intervals  of  not  exceeding 
one  month,  a  thorough  and  critical  examination  of  the  institutions  under  their 
charge,  with  special  reference  to  the  purity  of  the  water-supply,  the  disposal  of 
slops  and  garbage,  the  drainage  and  sewerage,  cellars,  cesspools,  privy  vaults, 
urinals,  pig-pens,  and  especially  sleeping  apartments,  and  also  report  the  same 
once  a  quarter  to  the  State  Board  of  Health.  [  December  29,  1897.]  It  is  like- 
wise recommended  that  the  local  boards  of  health  exercise  especial  hygienic 
supervision  over  all  such  institutions  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  following  regulations  respecting  the  disinterment  and 
transportation  of  dead  bodies  will  be  observed  :  Disinterment  of  bodies. — The 
removal  of  any  body  from  its  place  of  original  interment  is  declared  to  be  a 
nuisance,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and  is  prohibited  unless  the  same  be 
done  under  the  directions  and  by  permission  of  the  local  board  of  health  or 
health  authorities.  The  disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  person  dead  of  any  con- 
tagious or  infectious  disease  is  strictly  prohibited,  unless  by  special  authority 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  local  board  of  health  or  health  authorities  may 
impose. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  books,  reports  and  papers  of  an  official  character  in  the 
hands  of  the  county  health  officer  are  the  property  of  the  county  or  state  ;  and 
all  such  property  in  the  hands  of  such  county  health  officer  should  be,  and  are 
hereby  required  to  be,  turned  over,  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office,  to 
their  successors  in  office. 

Rule  XXIX.  Every  physician  or  midwife  who  shall  engage  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  the  state  of  Kansas  is  hereby  required  to  register  with  the  county

Rule  XXX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  county  health  officer  to  collect  and 
forward  monthly  returns  of  deaths,  births  and  marriages  reported  by  the  physi- 
cians and  midwives  practicing  in  his  county.  It  is  his  duty  to  see  that  the  law 
is  enforced  in  cases  of  neglect  to  make  such  reports  to  him. 

Rule  XXXI.  In  accordance  with  section  li  (ch.  75),  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  assessors  of  personal  property  in  the  several  townships  and  wards  of  cities 
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throughout  the  state,  annually,  to  collect  such  information  ae  to  marriages, 
births  and  deaths  as  may  be  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  report 
the  same,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  Board,  to  the 
local  board  of  health."  County  health  officers  will  see  to  it  that  the  above  sec- 
tion ( 14,  1897)  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  assessors ;  and  that  the  necessary 
blanks  be  furnished  in  due  time,  as  to  form,  and  time  as  required. 

On  motion  made  by  Doctor  Bohrer,  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Plehn, 
Prof.  Samuel  W.  Williston,  M.  D.,  of  the  Kansas  State  University,  was 
elected  sanitary  adviser  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Upon  motion,  it  was  decided  to  secure  the  opinion  of  the  attorney- 
general  in  regard  to  attending  the  national  meetings  of  the  boards  of 
health. 

Reports  of  standing  committees  were  called  for,  and  Doctor  Plehn, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Epidemic  and  Endemic  Diseases,  read 
a  very  interesting  report,  and,  upon  motion,  it  was  ordered  to  be  placed 
on  file. 

The  following  bills  were  allowed:  G.  Bohrer,  $18.94;  E.  M.  Hoover, 
$31.03;  F.  W.  Plehn,  815.70;  M.  F.  Trivett,  89.08;  A.  E.  Focht,  $9.80 
J.  W.  Jenney,  $12.50;  A.  M.  Eidson,  $4.00. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.  jj    2.  Gill,  Secretary. 

8  o'clock  A.  M.,  December  30,  1897. 

The  Board  convened,  according  to  adjournment,  at  8  o'clock,  and 
the  matter  of  the  charges  against  the  Secretary  were  taken  up.  The 
prosecution,  Mr.  F.  J.  Close,  presented  the  case,  introduced  his  wit- 
nesses, and  presented  his  testimony,  all  of  which  the  Board  heard 
patiently,  at  the  close  of  which  Mr.  Close,  as  prosecuting  witness,  and 
Mr.  Bain,  as  attorney  for  the  defense,  were  allowed  five  minutes  in 
which  to  present  their  sides  of  the  case,  at  the  close  of  which  Mr. 
Bain  filed  a  demurrer  to  the  charges.  The  Board  then  took  the  mat- 
ter under  deliberation,  and  decided  that  the  prosecution  had  failed  to 
sustain  their  charges,  and  the  case  was  dismissed  and  the  Secretary 
exonerated. 

The  motion  was  made  and  carried,  that  the  testimony  hereto  intro- 
duced be  transcribed  and  filed  in  this  office,  and,  upon  motion  of  Doc- 
tor Bohrer,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary,  Doctor  Gill,  have  the 
privilege  of  making  his  statement  in  writing,  in  answer  to  said  testi- 
mony, and  filed  therewith. 

In  pursuance  of  said  motion  last  made  and  sustained,  the  Secretary, 
Dr.  H.  Z.  Gill,  filed  his  statement  and  reply  to  the  testimony  intro- 
duced by  the  complaining  witness,  Mr.  F.  J.  Close. 

On  motion  made  by  Doctor  Jenney,  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Bohrer, 
the  meeting  adjourned,  to  meet  March  2,  1893,

THE  KANSAS  LAW. 


CHAPrEK  75. 

OF   THE   STATE   AND    COUNTY    BOARDS    OF    HEALTH   AND    THE    PROMOTION    OF 

MEDICAL    SCIENCE. 


ARTICLE  1.— OF  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 

General  Statutes  of  1897,  Yol.  1. 
Section  1.  Within  30  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  the  governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  if  it  be  then  in  session,  shall  ap- 
point from  the  different  parts  of  the  state,  nine  physicians,  who  shall  be  men  of 
good  moral  character  and  temperate  habits,  distinguished  for  their  devotion  to 
the  study  of  medicine  and  allied  sciences,  of  not  less  than  seven  years'  continuous 
practice  in  their  profession,  and  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  respect- 
able medical  college  ;  and  said  nine  physicians,  when  so  appointed  and  confirmed, 
shall  be  known  as  "The  Kansas  State  Board  of  Health."  Three  of  said  physi- 
cians shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  three 
years ;  and  annually  thereafter  the  governor  shall  in  like  manner  appoint  three 
physicians  of  like  character  and  qualifications  to  fill  the  vacancies  occurring  in 
said  Board  by  reason  of  the  expirations  of  the  terms  of  service,  as  herein  pro- 
vided ;  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the 
like  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified ; 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  governor  appoint  a  majority  of  the  physicians  that  shall 
constitute  said  Board  of  Health  from  any  one  school  of  medical  practice,  nor 
shall  said  Board  at  any  time  be  composed  of  persons  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  of  the  same  school  of  medical  practice. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  appointment  of  the  nine  physicians  first  provided  for  in  this 
act,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  issue  to  each  of  them  a  certificate  of  his  appoint- 
ment, and  within  20  days  after  such  appointment  the  said  nine  persons  shall  meet 
in  the  city  of  Topeka,  and  they  shall  each  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed 
by  law  for  state  officers,  which  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state. 
And  thereupon  said  Board  shall  immediately  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  num- 
ber President.  They  shall  also  elect  a  Secretary,  and  said  Secretary  shall  be  the 
executive  officer  of  said  Board,  but  not  a  member  thereof.  The.  Secretary  shall 
execute  to  the  state  of  Kansas  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor;  and  when  approved,  it  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state.  Said  bond  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  such  Secretary.  And  he  shall  take  and  file  a  like 
oath  to  that  prescribed  for  the  members  of  said  Board.  The  Board  may  elect 
one  of  its  own  number  Secretary,  but  in  such  case  such  election  shall  create  a 
vacancy  in  the  Board,  which  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  oc- 
cur in  the  Board ;  and  all  appointments,  whether  original  or  to  fill  vacancies, 

(42) 
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made  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature,  shall  be  submitted  by  the  governor  to 
the  senate  at  its  first  session  after  such  appointment  is  made,  for  its  action.  But 
all  lawful  official  actions  of  the  members  of  the  Board  made  before  confirmation 
or  rejection,  shall  be  valid. 

Sec.  4.  The  executive  council  shall  provide  the  State  Board  of  Health  a  suita- 
ble office  at  the  city  of  Topeka  for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

Sec.  5.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  make,  adopt  and  publish  such  rules 
and  order  of  business  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  this  act  effective;  and  to 
facilitate  the  transaction  of  its  business.  It  shall  provide  a  seal,  and  all  corre- 
spondence and  papers  e*uanating  fi-om  it  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  said  Board. 
It  shall  meet  quarterly,  and  oftener  if  deemed  necessary,  at  such  place  as  it  may 
designate,  the  first  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Topeka.  The  annual  meet- 
ing after  the  first  shall  be  held  during  the  month  of  June  in  each  and  every  year, 
at  Topeka,  and  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  6.  No  member  of  the  Board  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  services 
rendered ;  but  their  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses,  while  employed  on 
the  business  of  the  Board,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid.  The  Secretary  shall  re- 
ceive such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and 
approved  by  the  governor,  and  to  be  paid  him  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries 
of  other  state  officers  are  paid  ;  and  such  necessary  expenses  shall  be  allowed  him 
as  the  secretary  of  state  shall  admit,  on  the  presentation  of  an  itemized  account, 
having  vouchers  annexed,  together  with  the  certificate  of  the  Board. 

[  Payments  required  by  this  section  cannot  be  made  except  by  appropriations 
duly  made  by  the  legislature.     State  constitution,  sec.  24,  art.  2.] 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  shall  hold  his  office  so  long  as  he  shall  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  thereof;  but  may  be  removed  for  just  cause  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  by  a  majority  of  all  members  of  the  Board.  He  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Board  ;  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  books, 
papers,  documents,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  office ;  shall  communi- 
cate with  other  state  boards  of  health,  and  with  the  local  boards  of  health  within 
this  state  ;  shall  file  and  keep  all  reports  received  from  such  boards,  and  all  cor- 
respondence of  the  office  appertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
perform  all  other  duties  prescribed  in  this  act  for  the  said  Secretary,  or  directed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  8.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  supervise  the  health  interests  of  the 
people  of  this  state.  They  shall  make  careful  inquiry  in  respect  to  the  cause  of 
disease,  and  especially  of  epidemics,  and  investigate  the  sources  of  mortality,  and 
the  effects  of  localities,  employments,  conditions,  ingesta,  habits  and  surround- 
ings on  the  health  of  the  people.  They  shall  advise  officers  of  government,  or 
other  state  boards,  in  regard  to  location,  drainage,  water-supply,  disposal  of  ex- 
creta, heating  and  ventilation  of  public  buildings.  They  shall  collect  and  pre- 
serve such  information  relating  to  forms  of  disease  and  death  as  may  be  useful 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  Board.  All  health  officers  of  local  boards 
of  health  in  the  state  shall  transmit  to  said  State  Board  of  Health  copies  of  the 
reports  and  publications,  and  such  sanitary  information  as  may  be  useful  to 
the  people  of  the  state. 

Sec.  9.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  supervise  the  registration  of  mar- 
riages, births,  and  deaths,  and  also  the  registration  of  forms  of  disease  prevalent 
in  the  state  ;  and  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  shall  superintend  the  registration 
of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  state.  They  shall  prepare  the  blank  forms  necessary 
for  obtaining  and  preserving  such  records,  and  forward  such  of  them  to  the 
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health  ofiBcers  of  local  boards  as  may  be  required  by  physicians,  assessors,  local 
boards,  and  others  whose  duty  it  is  to  gather  information  in  relation  to  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  state.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  also  prepare  the  forms 
and  establish  the  rules  by  which  permits  for  transporting  the  dead  bodies  of  per- 
sons for  burial  beyond  the  county  where  the  death  occurs;  and  in  all  cases  the 
said  Board  of  Health  shall  require  the  coupons  to  be  attached  to  such  permits 
to  be  detached  and  preserved  by  every  common  carrier,  or  the  person  in  charge 
of  any  vessel,  railroad  train  or  vehicle  to  which  dead  bodies  shall  be  delivered  for 
transportation.  Any  violation  of  these  rules  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  fine 
of  SIO  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  10.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall,  when  they  think  best  to  do  so,  ap- 
point committees,  or  engage  suitable  persons  to  render  special  sanitary  service,  to 
make  or  supervise  practical  or  scientific  investigations  and  examinations  requir- 
ing expert  skill,  and  to  prepare  plans  and  report  thereon.  And  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  all  officers  and  agents  having  the  control,  charge  or  custody  of  any 
public  structure,  work,  ground,  or  erection,  or  any  plan,  description,  outline  draw- 
ings, charts  thereof  or  relating  thereto,  made,  kept  or  controlled  under  any  public 
authority,  to  permit  and  facilitate  any  examination  and  inspection  ordered  by  said 
Board  ;  and  the  members  of  said  Board,  and  such  other  oflBcer  or  person  as  may 
at  any  time  be  by  said  Board  authorized,  may  without  fee  or  hindrance  enter, 
examine  and  survey  all  grounds,  erections,  vehicles,  structures,  apartments,  build- 
ings, and  places  ;  but  the  legislature  shall  first  determine  the  amount  which  shall 
be  expended  during  the  year  for  such  special  sanitary  work,  and  the  expenditures 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  thus  determined  and  set  apart  for  the  yeaS*. 

LOCAL  OR  COUNTY  BOARDS. 

Sec.  11.  The  county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state  shall 
act  as  local  boards  of  health  for  their  respective  counties.  Each  local  board 
thus  created  shall  elect  a  physician,  preference  being  given  to  adepts  in  sanitary 
science,  who  ehall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  said  local  board  and  the  health 
officer  of  the  same.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board, 
but  may  be  removed  for  just  cause  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  same  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  voting  therefor,  on  which  motion  he  shall  not  vote.  The 
local  boards  of  health  hereby  created  shall  not  supersede  or  in  any  way  interfere 
with  such  boards  established  by  municipal  regulations  in  any  of  the  counties  of 
this  state ;  but  all  local  boards  of  health  of  this  state,  created  by  this  act,  or  ex- 
isting by  authority  of  municipal  law,  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  12.  The  health  officer  of  the  several  local  boards  of  health  throughout 
the  state,  immediately  after  his  election,  shall  notify  the  State  Board  of  the  fact, 
and  give  his  post-office  address.  He  shall  receive  and  distribute  without  delay, 
in  the  county  for  which  he  is  appointed,  all  forms  from  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  the  rightful  persons,  and  all  returns  from  physicians,  assessors  and  local  boards 
to  the  said  State  Board  of  Health,  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  this 
act,  his  local  board  or  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  require  of  him.  He  shall 
receive  for  his  services  such  reasonable  compensation  as  his  board  may  allow,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury.  And  for  any  failure  or  neglect  of  said  health 
officer  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  in  this  act,  he  shall  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  be  fined  $10  for  each  and  every  offense. 

record  of  births  and  deaths. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  physician  practicing  his  profession  in 
the  state  of  Kansas,  to  keep  a  record  of  the  deaths  occurring  in  his  practice,  or 
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that  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  where  death  occurs  without  medical  attend- 
ance, noting  the  form  of  the  disease,  and  as  far  as  possible  the  cause  which  pro- 
duced it,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  local  board  of  health  where  the  same 
occurs,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health ; 
and  any  failure  to  do  so  will  subject  said  physician  to  a  fine  of  SIO  for  each  and 
every  offense. 

[The  word  "offense"  is  defined  in  Kansas  Supreme  Court  Reports,  Vol.  22, 
p.  14,  as  "any  misdemeanor  or  felony  for  which  any  punishment  by  imprison- 
ment or  fine,  or  both,  may  by  law  be  inflicted.] 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  assessors  of  personal  property  in  the  several 
townships  and  wards  of  cities  throughout  the  state,  annually,  to  collect  such  in- 
formation as  to  marriages,  births  and  deaths  as  may  be  required  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  report  the  same  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  said  Board,  to  the  local  board  of  health. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  *  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  to  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  state  upon  the  vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary  conditions  and  pros- 
pects of  the  state  ;  and  said  report  shall  set  forth  the  action  of  said  Board  and  its 
officers  and  agents,  and  the  names  thereof,  and^also  the  names  of  physicians  reg- 
istered for  the  past  year,  and  shall  suggest  any  further  legislative  action  deemed 
proper  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health,  and  may  contain  any  useful 
information  which  said  Board  may  desire  to  communicate.  The  annual  report 
of  said  Board  shall  contain  a  detailed  account  of  the  money  paid  out  by  or  on 
account  of  said  Board,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  the  manner  of  its  expenditure, 
during  the  past  year,  but  the  amount  so  paid  out  shall  not  aggregate  a  sum  ex- 
ceeding 85,000  in  any  year.  The  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  be 
published  in  form  and  manner  as  other  state  reports. 

Sec.  16.  All  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  by  the  county 
attorney  for  the  county  in  which  the  offense  was  committed,  in  the  court  having 
jurisdiction,  and  all  fines  imposed  and  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund.

Sec.  392.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  the  limits  of  the 
state  of  Kansas,  who  has  not  attended  two  full  courses  of  instruction  and  gradu- 
ated in  some  respectable  school  of  medicine,  either  of  the  United  States  or  some 
foreign  country,  or  who  cannot  produce  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  some 
state  or  county  medical  society,  and  is  not  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  to 
practice  medicine  in  any  of  its  departments  for  reward  or  compensation,  for  any 
sick  person  within  the  state  of  Kansas :  provided,  that  in  all  cases,  when  any 
person  has  been  continuously  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  a  period  of 
10  years  or  more  he  shall  be  considered  to  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  that  where  persons  have  been  in  continuous  practice  of  medicine 
for  five  years  or  more,  shall  be  allowed  two  years  in  which  to  comply  with  such 
provisions. 

Sec.  39.3.  Any  person  living  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  or  any  person  coming  into 
said  state,  who  shall  practice  or  attempt  to  practice  medicine  in  any  of  its  depart- 
ments, or  perform  or  attempt  to  perform  any  surgical  operation  upon  any  person 
within  the  limits  of  said  state  in  violation  of  section  1  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  con-

viction  thereof,  be  fined  in  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100  for  such  offense  : 
and  upon  conviction  for  a  second  violation  of  this  act  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
above  fine,  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  of  the  county  in  which  said  offense 
shall  have  been  committed  for  the  term  of  30  days,  and  in  no  case  wherein  this 
act  shall  have  been  violated  shall  any  person  so  violating  receive  compensation 
for  service  rendered ;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  in  any  way 
be  construed  to  apply  to  any  person  practicing  dentistry.

PRESERVATION    OF    PUBLIC    HEALTH. 
Session  Laws  1893,  ch.  74. 

Sec.  17.  Whenever  any  part  of  this  state  appears  to  be  threatened  with 
Asiatic  cholera,  or  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  from  any  adjoining 
state  or  territory,  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be 
its  duty  to  establish  and  maintain  quarantine  stations  at  the  limits  of  the  state 
at  such  points  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  to  enforce  thereat  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  and  published  by  the  said  board  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  or  obstructing  the  introduction  or  spread  of  such  disease,  by 
the  inspection  of  all  persons,  places,  and  things,  and  the  exclusion  of  all  infected 
or  suspected  persons  and  goods,  and  the  purification  of  all  infected  places  and 
things.  They  may  declare  any  or  all  of  the  rules  so  made  to  be  in  force  within 
the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  the  district  of  any  local  or  municipal  board  of 
health,  and  to  apply  to  any  railroad  train,  passenger-coach  or  public  vehicle,  or 
conveyance  of  whatsoever  kind,  for  the  period  named  in  such  order,  and  may  by 
subsequent  order  abridge  or  extend  such  period.  And  any  person  or  corporation 
owning,  occupying  or  controlling  any  house,  building,  dwelling,  premises  or  places, 
of  whatsoever  kind,  or  any  railroad  train,  passenger-coach  or  other  public  vehicle 
or  conveyance,  who  shall  violate  or  refuse  to  obey  any  of  the  rules,  regulations 
or  orders  of  the  said  Board,  when  duly  made  and  published,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum 
of  not  more  than  $500  for  each  offense,  or  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  for  a 
period  of  30  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court ;  provided,  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  cause  the  said  rule,  regula- 
tion or  order  thus  violated  or  disobeyed  to  be  fully  carried  out,  and  may  recover 
the  expense  incurred  thereby,  and  the  said  fine  and  costs  of  prosecution,  in  a 
civil  action  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  court  having  jurisdiction  in  like 
cases;  provided,*  that  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  used  except  for  the  purposes 
named  herein,  and  then  only  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity;  and  that  the  warrant  or 
warrants  for  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be 
drawn  only  upon  the  certificate  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  recommended  by  the  judge  of  the  district  whose  territory  is  threatened 
or  affected,  and  approved  by  the  governor  of  the  state. 

PROMOTION   OF   MEDICAL   SCIENCE. 

Session  Laws  1897,  ch.  158. 

Sec.  18.    It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  faculty  of  any  regularly  organized  medical 

college  in  this  state  authorized  by  law  to  confer  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine 

to  claim  and  receive  the  dead  body  of  any  criminal  or  unknown  person,  which

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would  otherwise  be  buried  in  the  potter's  field ;  such  body  to  be  used  within  the 
state  for  the  purpose  of  the  advancement  of  medical,  surgical  and  anatomical 
science  and  study  and  the  instruction  of  doctors  and  students. 

Sec.  19.  The  president  and  secretary  of  any  regularly  organized  medical  col- 
lege in  the  state  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  formal  requisition 
upon  the  person  or  persons  in  charge  of  any  persons  who  may  come  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  for  the  body  of  any  person  who  after  death  would  otherwise 
be  buried  in  the  potter's  field,  for  the  purpose  expressed  in  section  1  of  this  act. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person  or  persons  upon  receiving  such  requisition  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  thereof,  and  to  enter  it  in  the  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  upon  the  death  of  any  person  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  to  immediately  notify  the  president  or  secretary  making  such  requisition ; 
provided,  that  if  two  or  more  colleges  make  requisitions,  the  bodies  shall  be  dis- 
tributed between  them  in  proportion  to  their  number  of  students.  Upon  receiv- 
ing notice  of  the  death  of  a,ny  person  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
president  or  secretary  shall  immediately  authorize  some  person  to  receive  the 
body  and  to  transport  it  to  the  medical  college  which  they  represent.  A  receipt 
for  the  body  shall  be  given  to  the  officer  delivering  the  same,  which  receipt  shall 
be  entered  in  the  book  aforesaid,  and  the  president  or  secretary  of  such  medical 
college  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  a  record  by  register  number  of  all  such 
bodies  received.  If  the  body  is  not  needed,  the  president  or  secretary  shall  so 
inform  the  proper  officer,  and  the  body  shall  receive  decent  burial. 

Sec.  20.  Before  making  requisition  upon  any  person  as  provided  by  section  2 
of  this  act  (the  next  preceding  section ),  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  med- 
ical college  shall  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  state  of  Kansas  in  the 
sum  of  $1,000,  to  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  state  and  filed  in  his  office,  that 
such  bodies  shall  be  used  only  for  the  promotion  of  medical  and  surgical  science 
within  the  state  of  Kansas.  The  remains  after  serving  such  purpose  shall  re- 
ceive decent  burial. 

Sec.  21.  If  the  deceased  person  during  his  last  sickness  of  his  own  accord  re- 
quests to  be  buried,  or  if  any  person  claiming  to  be  and  satisfying  the  proper  au- 
thorities that  he  is  a  personal  friend  or  kindred  of  the  deceased  shall  at  any  time 
ask  to  have  the  body  buried,  the  body  shall  not  be  surrendered,  but  buried  in  the 
usual  manner ;  provided,  that  no  body  shall  be  delivered  as  provided  in  section  2 
of  this  act  ( section  19  of  this  chapter ),  if  claimed  by  friends  within  24  hours  after 
death,  nor  unless  the  persou  or  persons  in  charge  of  deceased  at  time  of  death 
shall  have  made  diligent  search  by  telegraph  and  otherwise  for  relatives  or 
friends,  and  no  response  to  such  inquiry  has  been  received  within  24  hours  after 
such  notice ;  and  provided  also,  that  in  case  the  remains  of  any  person  so  deliv- 
ered and  received  shall  be  subsequently  claimed  by  any  relative  or  friend,  they 
shall  be  given  up  to  sudh  relative  or  friend  for  interment. 

Sec.  22.  Every  person  who  shall  deliver  up  a  body  of  any  deceased  person  in 
violation  of  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  person  who  shall  re- 
ceive such  body  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  delivered  contrary  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  person  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with 
any  of  the  conditions  of  this  act,  shall  each  and  any  of  them  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $100,  nor  more  than  $200,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceed- 
ing one  year.

Sec.  338.  Dead  animal  into  well,  etc.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  put 
any  dead  animal,  carcass,  or  part  thereof,  into  any  well,  or  into  any  spring,  brook 
or  branch  of  running  water,  of  which  use  is  made  for  domestic  purposes,  every 
person  so  offending  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
$2  or  more  than  SIOO. 

Sec.  339.  Carcass  into  river,  creek,  etc.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  put 
any  part  of  the  carcass  of  any  dead  animal  into  any  river,  creek,  pond,  road, 
street,  alley,  lane,  lot,  field,  meadow,  or  common ;  or  if  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  shall  knowingly  permit  the  same  to  remain  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  places, 
to  the  injury  of  the  health  or  to  the  annoyance  of  the  citizens  of  this  state,  or 
any  of  them,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $1  nor  more 
than  S25:  and  every  24  hours  during  which  said  owner  may  permit  the  same  to 
remain  thereafter,  shall  be  deemed  an  additional  offense  against  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  3i0.  Slaug hter-houses.  If  any  owner  or  owners,  occupier  or  occupiers  of 
any  slaughter-house,  or  of  any  premises  where  hogs,  beeves  or  other  animals  are 
slaughtered,  shall  permit  the  same  to  remain  unclean,  to  the  annoyance  of  the 
citizens  of  this  state,  or  any  of  them,  every  person  so  offending  shall  be  fined  for 
every  such  offense  any  sum  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $50 ;  and  if  said  nui- 
sance be  not  removed  within  five  days  thereafter,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  second 
offense  against  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  every  like  neglect  of  each  succeed- 
ing five  days  thereafter  shall  be  considered  an  additional  offense  against  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.     ["An  act  to  prevent  nuisances,"  approved  2d  March,  1868.] 

Sec.  341.  Soap  f actor ief<,  etc.,  unclean.  If  any  owner  or  owners,  occupier  or 
occupiers  of  any  soap  factory,  candle  factory,  oil  factory,  glue  factory,  varnish 
factory,  pork  house,  sausage  house  or  lard  house  shall  permit  the  same  to  remain 
unclean,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  citizens  of  this  state,  or  any  of  them,  to  a 
greater  extent  than  is  required  for  the  necessary  prosecution  of  their  business, 
every  person  so  offending  shall  be  fined  for  every  such  offense  any  sum  not  less 
than  $10  nor  more  than  $100;  and  if  such  nuisance  be  not  removed  within  five  days 
thereafter,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  second  offense  against  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
and  for  every  like  neglect  of  each  succeeding  five  days  thereafter,  shall  be  con- 
sidered an  additional  offense  against  the  provisions  of  this  act.  [Approved  2d 
March,  1868.] 

SELLING   POISONS   WITHOUT   LABELS,   OR  TO   MINORS. 
Gen.  Stat.  1897,  vol.  2,  ch.  100. 

Sec.  319.  Every  person  who  shall  sell  or  deliver  to  any  other,  any  arsenic,  cor- 
rosive sublimate,  prussic  acid,  or  any  other  substance  or  liquid  usually  denomi- 
nated poisonous,  without  having  the  word  "poison"  plainly  written  or  printed 
on  a  label  attached  to  the  vial,  box,  vessel  or  package  containing  the  same ;  or 
who  shall  sell  or  deliver  any  tartar  emetic,  without  having  the  true  name  written 
or  printed  on  a  label,  and  attached  to  the  vial,  box,  vessel  or  package  containing 
the  same ;  or  who  shall  sell  or  deliver  any  such  substance  or  liquid  to  any  minor, 
without  a  written  permission  from  the  guardian  of  such  minor,  specifying  the 
kind  of  drug  that  such  minor  is  authorized  to  purchase,  shall  on  conviction  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  $50. 
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INOCULATING  WITH  SMALLPOX. 

Sec.  321.  If  any  person  shall  inoculate  himself  or  any  other  person,  or  shall 
suffer  himself  to  be  inoculated  with  the  smallpox,  within  this  state,  with  intent 
to  cause  the  prevalence  or  spread  of  this  infectious  disease,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  not  more  than  three  years  nor  less  than  one 
year. 

DRAINAGE. 
Session  Laws  of  1879,  ch.  100. 
Section  1.  That  the  township  trustee  of  any  township  in  this  state  shall  have 
power,  whenever  in  his  opinion  the  same  is  demanded  by  or  will  be  conducive  to 
the  public  health,  convenience,  or  welfare,  to  cause  to  be  established,  located, 
and  constructed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  any  ditch,  drain  or  water-course 
within  such  township. 

WATER-COURSES  —  MAY   BE   CHANGED,    ETC. 
Gen.  Stat.  1897,  vol.  1.  ch.  37. 
Sec.  76.   The  council  may  establish,  alter  and  change  the  channels  of  water- 
courses, and  wall  them  and  cover  them  over;  and  may  establish,  make  and  regu- 
late public  wells,  cisterns,  aqueducts,  and  reservoirs  of  water,  and  provide  for 
filling  the  same. 

[  By  condemning  one  piece  of  property  no  right  is  acquired  to  another  :  and 
the  right  to  divert  the  flow  of  a  stream  is  not  a  right  incident  to  riparian  owner- 
ship. It  is  a  separate  and  independent  property,  and  if  the  city  seeks  to  con- 
demn that,  it  must  have  a  special  condemnation  of  it.  City  of  Emporia  v.  Soden, 
26  Kan.

INSPECTION   OF   JAILS. 
Gen.  Stat.  1897,  vol.  2,  ch.  132. 

Sec  2.  The  judge  of  the  district  and  the  county  attorney  shall,  during 
each  term  of  the  district  court,  make  personal  inspection  of  the  county  jail,  as  to 
the  sufficiency  thereof  for  the  safe-keeping  of  prisoners,  their  convenient  accom- 
modation and  health  ;  and  shall  inquire  into  the  manner  in  which  the  same  has 
been  kept  since  the  last  term,  and  make  report  in  writing  to  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  the  county;  and  whenever  any  grand  jury  shall  be  in  session,  in 
any  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  jury  to  make  inspection  and  report  to  the 
county  commissioners  touching  the  same  matters;  and  it  shall  be  the  imperative 
duty  of  the  county  commissioners  to  issue  the  necessary  orders,  or  cause  to  be 
made  the  necessary  purchases  or  repairs,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  grand  jury. 

Sec.  3.  The  sheriff  of  the  county,  by  himself  or  deputy,  shall  keep  the  jail, 
and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  manner  in  which  the  same  is  kept.  He  shall  keep 
separate  rooms  for  the  sexes,  except  whei'e  they  are  lawfully  married.  He  shall 
supply  proper  bread,  meat,  drink  and  fuel  for  the  prisoners. 

PROTECTION  OF  PEOPLE  WHO  ASSEMBLE  IN  PUBLIC  HALLS,  ETC 
Session  Laws  of  1879,  ch.  130. 
Sec  235.  That  all  public  halls,  lyceums,  theaters,  opera-houses  and  other 
places  of  amusement  which  are  thrown  open  to  and  used  for  the  profits  of  their 
owners  or  proprietors  by  public  assemblies  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  owner,  manager  or  lessee  with  at  least  two  stairways,  hallways,  or 
means  of  egress,  and  all  doors  opening  thereto  shall  not  be  less  than  three  feet  in 
width,  and  shall  swing  or  open  out  of,  and  not  into,  said  public  hall.  lyceum, 
theater,  opera-house  or  other  place  of  amusement. 

Sec  236.  The  proprietor,  lessee  or  manager  of  every  public  hall,  theater, 
lyceum,  or  opera-house,  or  other  place  of  amusement  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  shall 
—4 
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keep  at  least  one  force-pump  in  good  order,  ready  for  instant  use,  of  sufficient 
capacity  and  provided  with  sufficient  hose  to  throw  water  to  any  part  of  said  hall, 
theater,  lyceum,  opera-house,  or  other  place  of  amusement,  in  case  of  fire ;  or,  in 
lieu  of  such  force-pump,  not  less  than  two  chemical  hand  fire-extinguishers,  which 
shall  be  kept  properly  charged  and  in  good  working  order  at  all  times,  and  in 
plain  view  of  the  audience. 

Sec.  237.  The  proprietor,  lessee  or  manager  of  every  hotel  or  public  house  of 
entertainment  containing  20  or  more  rooms,  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  shall  keep 
at  least  one  force-pump  in  good  order,  ready  for  instantaneous  use  at  all  times, 
of  sufficient  capacity  and  provided  with  sufficient  hose  to  throw  water  to  auy 
part  of  said  hotel  or  public  house  of  entertainment  in  case  of  fire  ;  or,  in  lieu  of 
such  force-pump,  at  least  one  chemical  hand  fire-extinguisher,  properly  charged 
and  in  good  working  order,  on  each  floor  or  story  of  said  hotel  or  public  house  of 
entertainment. 

Sec.  2.38.  Any  person,  company  or  corporation  who  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  within  three  months  after  it  becomes  a 
law,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
$10  per  day  for  every  day  any  such  person,  company  or  corporation  shall  continue 
in  such  failure,  neglect,  or  refusal;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attor- 
neys in  the  various  counties  of  the  state,  upon  complaint  made  to  them  of  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  any  person,  company,  or  corporation,  to 
at  once  commence  action  against  such  persons,  company,  or  corporation,  in  the 
district  court  of  the  proper  county,  to  recover  said  fine. 

SALE   OF   POISONOUS   DRUGS. 
Session  Laws  of  1887,  ch.  174. 

Section  4.  ...  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  on  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  to  retail  any  articles  enumerated  in  schedules  A,  B,  C,  except  as 
follows: 

Schedule  A. — Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipi- 
tate, red  precipitate,  biniodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic 
acid,  chloroform,  strychnine,  morphine,  and  all  other  poisonous,  vegetable  alka- 
loids and  their  salts,  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  opium  and  its  preparations, 
except  paregoric  and  other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains 
to  the  ounce. 

Schedvile  B. — Aconite,  belladona,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica,  henbane, 
cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis,  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,  croton 
oil,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  sugar  of  lead,  mineral  acids,  carbolic  acid, 
oxalic  acid,  and  all  other  virulent  poisons. 

Schedule  C. —  Oil  of  savin,  oil  of  tansy,  ergot  and  its  preparations,  cotton  root 
and  its  preparations,  and  all  other  active  emmenagogues  or  abortives. 

Articles  enumerated  in  schedules  A  and  B  shall  not  be  sold  without  distinctly 
labeling  the  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  the  said  poison  is  contained,  and  also 
the  outside  wrapper  or  cover,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  "poison," 
and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any 
person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in  schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon 
due  inquiry  it  be  found  that  the  purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  character, 
and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for  a  legitimate  purpose;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful 
for  any  proprietor  or  owner  of  any  drug-store  or  pharmacy,  or  any  registered  phar- 
macist, to  sell  or  deliver  any  articles  included  in  the  schedules  A  and  B  without, 
before  delivering  the  same  to  the  purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  sale,  the  article  sold,  the  quantity 
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thereof,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be  required, 
the  name  of  the  dispenser,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  signed  by 
himself,  such  book  to  be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities,  and 
to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years.  No  articles  enumerated  in  schedule  C  shall 
be  sold  except  on  the  prescription  of  a  lej^jilly  qualified  physician.  The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  sales  of  poisons  to  practicing  physicians  and 
photographers,  and  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons  in  not  unusual  doses  or  quantities 
upon  the  prescriptions  of  licensed  practitioners  of  medicine.  All  prescriptions  of 
practicing  physicians  shall  be  retained  by  the  dispenser.  Any  person  procuring 
from  any  pharmacist  articles  enumerated  in  schedules  A,  B  and  C  under  fraudu- 
lent representations,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  S25  nor  more  than  $100. 

PROHIBITING   THE    DISCHARGE   OK   SEWERS   WITHIN    CERTAIN    DISTANCE   OF 

WATER-SUPPLY.

Section  1.  The  mayor  and  council  of  any  city  of  the  first  class  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  construct  flushing  ditches  or  conduits,  discharging  sewers 
or  outlets  for  sewers,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  any  creek  or  river  at  any  point 
within  five  miles  of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  and  for  this  purpose  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  is  hereby  granted  to  cities  of  the  first  class. 

Sec.  3.  .  .  .  Provided,  that  no  sewer  shall  be  permitted  to  empty  into 
any  stream  from  which  a  water-supply  is  obtained  within  three  miles  above  the 
the  point  where  said  water-supply  is  obtained. 

hospitals,  water-works,  etc. 

Gen.  Stat.  1897,  vol.  1,  ch.  37. 
Sec.  78.  The  council  may  purchase  or  condemn  and  hold  for  the  city, 
within  or  outside  the  city  limits,  within  five  miles  therefrom,  all  necessary  lands 
for  hospitals  purposes  and  water-works,  and  erect,  establish  and  regulate  hos- 
pitals, work-houses  and  poor-houses,  and  provide  for  the  government  and  sup- 
port of  the  same,  and  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  city, 
and  to  prevent  and  remove  nuisances,  and  to  provide  the  city  with  water. 

CONTAGIOUS   DISEASES  —  QUARANTINE. 

Sec.  86.  The  council  may  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  contagious  diseases  into  the  city,  may  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose, 
and  enforce  the  same  within  five  miles  of  the  city.

Sec.  346.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  in  this  state  to 
sell,  give  or  furnish  any  cigar,  cigarette  or  tobacco  in  any  form,  opium  or  any 
other  narcotic  in  any  form,  to  any  minor  under  16  years  of  age. 

Sec.  347.  The  violation  of  any  provision  under  this  act  shall  constitute  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  any  person  found  guilty  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less 
than  S5  nor  exceeding  §25  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  348.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  any  narcotic 
made  upon  the  prescription  of  a  regular  practicing  physician.

Sec.  322.  Diluted  or  unclean  milk.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  sell,  supply, 
or  bring  to  be  manufactured,  to  any  cheese  manufactory  in  this  state,  any  milk 
diluted  with  water  or  in  any  way  adulterated,  or  milk  from  which  any  cream  has 
been  taken,  or  milk  commonly  known  as  "skimmed  milk  ";  or  whoever  shall 
keep  back  any  part  of  the  milk  known  as  "  strippings  ";  or  whoever  shall  know- 
ingly bring  or  supply  milk  to  any  cheese  manufactory  that  is  tainted  or  partly 
sour  from  want  of  proper  care  in  keeping  pails,  strainers,  or  any  vessel  in  which 
said  milk  is  kept,  clean  and  sweet,  after  being  notified  of  such  taint  or  careless- 
ness ;  or  any  cheese  manufacturer  who  shall  knowingly  use,  or  direct  any  of  his 
employees  to  use,  for  his  or  their  individual  benefit,  any  cream  from  the  milk 
brought  to  said  cheese  or  butter  manufacturers,  without  the  consent  of  all  the 
owners  thereof,  shall,  for  each  and  every  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less 
than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  with  costs,  to  be  recovered  in  a  criminal  action. 

Sec.  323.  Adulteration  of  cheese  and  milk.  That  whosoever  shall  knowingly 
sell  to  any  person  or  persons,  or  sell,  deliver,  or  bring  to  be  manufactured,  to  any 
cheese  or  butter  manufactory  in  this  state,  any  milk  diluted  with  water  or  in  any 
way  adulterated,  or  milk  from  which  any  cream  has  been  taken,  or  milk  com- 
monly known  as  "  skimmed  milk,"  or  shall  keep  back  any  part  of  milk  known  as 
"strippings,"  with  intent  to  defraud,  or  shall  knowingly  sell  milk  the  product  of 
a  diseased  animal  or  animals,  or  shall  knowingly  use  any  poisonous  or  deleterious 
material  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese  or  butter,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  liable  in  double  the 
amount  of  the  damages  to  the  person  or  persons,  firm,  association  or  corporation 
upon  whom  such  fraud  shall  be  committed. 

Sec.  324.  Unwholesome  provisions.  If  any  person  shall  knowingly  sell  any 
kind  of  diseased,  corrupt  or  unwholesome  provisions,  whether  for  meat  or  drink, 
without  making  the  same  fully  known  to  the  buyer,  he  shall  be  punished  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  fine  not  exceed- 
ing $100. 

Sec.  325.  Adulterating  food  or  liquor.  If  any  person  shall  fraudulently  adul- 
terate, for  the  purpose  of  sale,  any  substance  intended  for  food,  or  any  wine,  spirit, 
malt  liquor,  or  other  liquor  intended  for  drinking,  with  any  substance  injurious 
to  health,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  $300  ;  and  the  article  so  adulterated  shall  be 
forfeited  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  326.  Adulterating  drugs  or  medicines.  If  any  person  shall  fraudulently 
adulterate,  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  any  drug  or  medicine,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
render  the  same  injurious  to  health,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  $300 ;  and  such  adul- 
terated drugs  and  medicines  shall  be  forfeited  and  destroyed.

Sec.  327.    That  no  person  shall  within  this  state  manufacture  for  sale,  offer  for 
sale,  or  sell,  any  drug  or  article  of  food  which  is  adulterated,  within  the  meaning 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  328.  The  term  "drug,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include  all  medicines 
for  internal  or  external  use,  antiseptics,  disinfectants,  and  cosmetics.  The  term 
"food,"  as  used  herein,  shall  include  all  articles  used  for  food  or  drink  by  man, 
whether  simple,  mixed,  or  compound. 
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Sec.  329.  An  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act:  First,  In  case  of  drugs,  if,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name 
recognized  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopcyia,  it  differs  from  the  stand- 
ard strength,  quality  or  purity  laid  down  therein.  Second,  If,  when  sold 
under  or  by  a  name  not  recognized  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  or 
other  standard  work  of  materia  raedica,  it  differs  materially  from  the  standard 
of  strength,  quality  or  purity  laid  down  in  such  work.  Third,  If  its  strength, 
quality  or  purity  falls  below  the  professed  standard  under  which  it  is  sold.  In 
the  case  of  food  :  First,  If  any  substance  or  substances  have  been  mixed  with 
it  so  as  to  lower  or  depreciate  or  injuriously  affect  its  quality,  strength,  or  purity. 
Second.,  If  any  inferior  or  cheaper  substance  or  substances  have  been  sub- 
stituted wholly  or  in  part  of  it.  Tliird,  If  any  valuable  or  necessary  constit- 
uent or  ingredient  has  been  wholly  or  in  part  abstracted  from  it.  Fourth,  If  it 
is  an  imitation  of  or  is  sold  under  the  name  of  another  article.  Fifth,  If  it  con- 
sists wholly  or  in  part  of  a  diseased,  decomposed,  putrid,  infected,  tainted  or  rotten 
animal  or  vegetable  substance  or  article,  whether  manufactured  or  not,  or  in  the 
case  of  milk,  if  it  is  the  produce  of  a  diseased  animal.  Sixth,  If  it  is  colored, 
coated,  polished,  or  powdered,  whereby  damage  or  inferiority  is  concealed,  or  if 
by  any  means  it  is  made  to  appear  better  or  of  gi-eater  value  than  it  really  is. 
Seventh,  If  it  contains  any  added  substance  or  ingredient  which  is  poisonous  or 
injurious  to  health,  or  any  deleterious  substance  not  a  necessary  ingredient  in  its 
manufacture ;  provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  mix- 
tures or  compounds  recognized  as  ordinary  articles  of  food,  if  the  same  be  dis- 
tinctly labeled  as  mixtures  or  compounds,  and  are  not  injurious  to  health,  and 
contain  no  ingredients  not  necessary  to  the  preparation  of  a  genuine  article  of 
such  mixtures  or  compounds,  and  from  which  no  necessary  ingredient  in  its 
preparation  is  eliminated. 

Sec.  330.  Every  person  manufacturing,  offering  or  exposing  for  sale,  or  deliv- 
ering to  the  purchaser,  any  drug  or  article  included  in  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  furnish  to  any  person  interested  or  demanding  the  same,  who  shall  apply  to 
him  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  tender  him  the  value  of  the  same,  a  sample  suffi- 
cient for  analysis,  of  any  such  drug  or  article  of  food  which  is  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  331.  Whoever  refuses  to  comply  upon  demand  with  the  requirements  of 
section  330,  or  whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  $100  nor  less 
than  $25,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  100  days  nor  less  than  30  days,  or  both. 
And  any  person  found  guilty  of  manufacturing,  offering  for  sale  or  selling  any 
advilterated  article  of  food  or  drug  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  ad- 
judged to  pay,  in  addition  to  the  penalties  hereinbefore  provided  for,  all  neces- 
sary costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  inspecting  and  analyzing  such  adulterated 
articles  of  which  said  person  may  have  been  guilty  of  manufacturing,  selling,  or 
offering  for  sale. 

TO    PREVENT  THE   SPREAD   OF    DISEASE   AMONG   SWINE. 

Sec.  335.  Whoever  shall  throw  or  deposit  a  dead  hog  in  any  river,  stream, 
creek,  or  ravine,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 


SELLING   DISEASED   ANIMALS. 
Session  Laws  of  1886,  ch.  158. 
Sec.  33G.   Any  person  being  the  owner  of  any  domestic  animal  or  animals,  or 
having  the  same  in  charge,  who  shall  turn  out  or  suffer  any  such  domestic  ani- 
mal or  animals  having  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  knowing  the  same  to 
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be  so  diseased,  to  run  at  large  upon  any  uninclosed  land,  common  or  highway,  or 
shall  let  the  same  approach  within  100  feet  of  any  highway,  or  shall  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  any  domestic  animal  or  amimals,  knowing  the  same  to  be  so  diseased, 
without  fully  disclosing  the  fact  to  the  purchaser,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  in  any  amount  not  exceeding  $500, 
or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  337.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  [the  preceding 
section],  in  addition  to  the  penalties  herein  provided,  shall  be  liable  for  all  dam- 
ages that  may  accrue  to  the  party  damaged  by  reason  of  said  diseased  animal  or 
animals  imparting  disease. 


RULES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Rule  I.  No  privy  vault,  cesspool  or  reservoir  into  which  a  privy  vault,  water- 
closet,  stable  or  sink  is  draihed,  except  it  be  water-tight,  shall  be  permitted  within 
50  feet  of  any  well,  spring  or  other  source  of  water  used  for  drinking  and  culinary 
purijoses;  nor  shall  any  such  open  into  any  stream,  ditch  or  drain,  except  com- 
mon sewers. 

Rule  II.  Earth  privies  or  earth-closets,  with  no  vault  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  shall  be  excepted  in  rule  I,  but  sufficient  dry  earth  or  coal  ashes 
must  be  used  daily  to  absorb  all  the  fluid  parts  of  the  deposit,  and  the  entire  con- 
tents must  be  removed  monthly. 

Rule  III.  All  privy  vaults,  cesspools  or  reservoirs  named  in  rule  I  must  be 
cleaned  at  least  once  a  year ;  and  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  first  of  No- 
vember of  each  year  shall  be  thoroughly  deodorized  by  adding  to  the  contents 
of  the  vault  once  every  month  a  solution  of  copperas  in  the  proportion  of  one  or 
two  pounds  to  a  pailful  of  water  for  each  member  of  the  family. 

Rule  IV.  No  night-soil  or  contents  of  cesspool  shall  be  removed  unless  previ- 
ously deodorized  by  the  copperas  solution  as  above,  or  disinfected  with  the  cor- 
rosive sublimate  solution,  and  during  removal  material  shall  be  covered  with  a 
la)'er  of  fresh  earth,  unless  the  removal  be  by  the  odorless  excavating  process. 

Rule  V.  No  sewer  drain  shall  empty  into  any  lake,  pond,  or  other  source  of 
water  used  for  drinking  or  other  culinary  purposes,  nor  into  any  pond,  lake,  or 
running  water.  Such  drains  passing  within  50  feet  in  ordinary  soil,  or  80  feet 
in  sandy  soil,  of  any  source  of  water-supply  shall  be  water-tight.  All  stagnant 
ponds  must  be  drained  or  filled  up. 

Rule  VI.  The  collection  of  refuse  matter  in  or  around  the  immediate  vicin- 
ity of  any  dwelling  or  place  of  business,  such  as  swill,  waste  of  meat,  fish,  or 
shells,  bones,  decaying  vegetables,  dead  carcasses,  excrement,  or  any  kind  of 
offal  that  may  decompose  and  generate  disease  germs  or  unhealthy  gases,  and 
thus  affect  the  purity  of  the  air,  shall  be  considered  the  worst  kind  of  nuisance, 
and  must  be  removed  or  disposed  of,  either  by  burial,  burning,  or  otherwise,  and 
in  such  manner  as  not  to  be  offensive. 

Rule  VII.  No  diseased  animal,  or  its  flesh,  and  no  decayed  or  diseased  meat, 
fish,  vegetables  or  fruit,  no  impure  or  adulterated  milk  or  other  article  used  for 
food,  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale.  No  dead  animal  or  offensive  refuse  shall 
be  thrown  upon  the  streets  or  adjoining  lot  to  the  street,  or  into  or  near  any 
stream,  spring,  or  well. 

Rule  VIII.  No  pig-pen  shall  be  maintained  within  100  feet  of  any  well  or 
spring  of  water  used  for  drinking  purposes,  or  within  30  feet  of  any  street  or  in- 
habited house.  Such  pens  shall  be  kept  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  be  offensive, 
by  being  freely  deodorized  at  short  intervals.  No  pigs  shall  be  kept  within  the 
limits  of  any  incorporated  city  between  May  1  and  November  1  of  any  year. 

Rule  IX.  Every  person,  owning,  leasing  or  occupying  any  place,  room  or 
building  wherein  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  are  killed  or  dressed,  and  every  person 
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being  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  stable  wherein  animals  are  kept,  or  of 
any  market,  public  or  private,  shall  cause  such  place,  room,  building,  stable  or 
market  to  be  kept  at  all  times  thoroughly  cleansed  and  purified,  and  all  oflfal, 
blood,  fat,  garbage,  stable  manure  or  other  unwholesome  or  offensive  refuse  shall 
be  removed  therefrom  at  least  once  in  every  24  hours,  if  used  continuously,  or,  if 
only  used  occasionally,  within  24  hours  after  using  ;  and  the  floors  of  such  build- 
ing, place  or  premises  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  blood,  foul  liquid  or 
washings  from  being  absorbed.  No  blood  pit,  dung  pit,  offal  pit  or  privy  well 
shall  remain  or  be  constructed  within  any  such  place,  room,  or  building ;  nor 
shall  swine  be  kept  in  the  same  inclosure  with  a  slaughter-house,  nor  fed  there  or 
elsewhere  upon  the  offal  of  slaughtered  animals. 

Rule  X.  No  person  shall  maintain  any  manufactory  or  place  of  business 
where  unwholesome,  offensive  or  deleterious  odors,  gases,  smoke  or  exhalations 
are  generated,  such  as  tauneries,  establishments  for  boiling  bones  of  dead  ani- 
mals, etc.,  except  such  establishments  shall  be  kept  clean  and  wholesome; 
nor  shall  any  offensive  or  deleterious  or  waste  substance,  refuse  or  injurious  mat- 
ter from  such  establishments  be  allowed  to  accumulate  upon  the  premises,  or  be 
thrown  or  allowed  to  run  into  any  public  waters,  stream,  water-course,  street, 
road,  or  public  place.  And  every  person  or  company  conducting  such  manufac- 
ture or  business  shall  use  all  reasonable  means  to  prevent  the  escape  of  smoke, 
gases,  and  odors,  and  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  all  operatives  employed 
therein. 

Rule  XI.  Whenever  any  householder  shall  know  that  any  member  of  his 
family  is  taken  sick  or  has  died  of  smallpox,  cholera,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  or 
any  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give  no- 
tice thereof  to  the  nearest  board  of  health  or  health  officer,  placing  the  case  at 
once  in  charge  of  a  physician,  and  placarding  the  house  as  prescribed  in  the  fol- 
lowing rule. 

Rule  XII.  Whenever  any  physician  shall  know,  or  have  reason  to  believe, 
that  any  person  whom  he  is  called  to  visit,  or  any  person  sick  within  his  knowl- 
edge without  the  care  of  a  physician,  is  infected  with,  or  has  died  of,  cholera, 
smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  or  any  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  nearest  board  of  health  or  health 
officer;  and,  if  the  case  occurs  in  his  own  practice,  shall  at  once  cause  a  red  or 
yellow  cloth  or  card,  not  less  than  12  inches  square,  with  the  name  of  the  disease 
written  or  printed  thereon  in  large  characters,  to  be  fastened  upon  the  front  door 
or  other  conspicuous  part  of  the  building  in  which  the  sickness  prevails ;  such 
cloth  or  card  to  be  maintained  during  the  existence  of  the  disease  and  until  such 
time  as  the  health  officer,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  attending  physician,  acting  by 
his  authority  and  approval,  is  satisfied  that  the  premises  have  been  thoroughly 
disinfected  and  are  fit  for  reoccupation. 

Rule  XIII.  Any  local  board  of  health  or  health  officer  having  knowledge  of 
the  existence  of  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or  of  a  death  from  such  disease, 
within  their  jurisdiction,  shall  immediately  exercise  and  maintain  a  supervision 
over  such  case  or  cases  during  their  continuance,  seeing  that  the  provisions  of 
these  rules  and  of  the  duties  of  the  local  boards  of  health  and  health  officers  in 
such  cases,  as  to  isolation,  restriction  of  communication,  placarding,  etc.,  shall 
be  duly  fulfilled.  The  health  officer  shall  communicate  without  delay  such  in- 
formation as  to  existing  conditions  as  he  possesses  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
He  will  confer  personally,  if  practicable,  otherwise  by  letter,  with  the  physician 
in  attendance  upon  the  case,  as  to  its  future  management  and  control,  and  with

the  authorities  of  the  place  as  to  their  duties  in  the  premises.  Should  the  disease 
show  a  tendency  to  become  epidemic,  the  public  and  private  schools  must  be 
closed,  and,  in  extreme  cases,  church  service  suspended,  and  public  assemblages 
of  people  at  shows,  circuses,  theaters,  fairs  or  other  gatherings  prohibited.  In 
case  of  smallpox,  a  general  and  thorough  vaccination  should  be  recommended  and 
insisted  upon. 

Rule  XIV.  All  persons  sick  with  smallpox,  cholera,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
or  other  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  shall  be  thoroughly  isolated  from  the 
public.  Four  hundred  feet  is  suggested  as  the  minimum  distance  for  the  thor- 
ough isolation  of  smallpox. 

Rule  XV.  Members  of  any  household  in  which  cholera,  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever  or  measles  exist  should  be  required  to  abstain  from  attending  places 
of  public  amusement,  worship,  or  education,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  from  visiting 
other  private  houses.  No  person  recovering  from  such  disease  should  be  permit- 
ted to  appear  on  the  public  streets  or  highways,  or  in  any  public  place,  until  after 
danger  from  contagion  is  past. 

Rule  XVI.  In  the  event  of  death  from  any  such  disease,  the  clothing  in  which 
the  body  is  attired  should  be  sprinkled  with  thymol  water,  the  body  wrapped  in 
disinfected  cerecloth  (a  sheet  thoroughly  soaked  in  zinc  disinfectant,  double 
strength),  and  placed  in  an  air-tight  coffin,  which  is  to  remain  in  the  sick-room 
until  removed  for  burial.  No  public  funeral  must  be  allowed,  either  at  the  house 
or  church,  and  no  more  persons  should  be  permitted  to  go  to  the  cemetery  than 
are  necessary  to  inter  the  corpse. 

Rule  XVII.  The  room  occupied  by  a  person  sick  with  contagious  or  infectious 
disease  must  previously  be  cleared  of  all  carpets,  needless  clothing,  drapery,  and  all 
other  articles  likely  to  harbor  disease.  After  death  or  recovery,  the  room,  furni- 
ture and  other  contents  not  to  be  destroyed  must  be  immediately  and  thoroughly 
disinfected.  The  paper  on  the  walls  and  ceiling  must  be  removed  and  burned. 
The  floor,  woodwork  and  wooden  furniture  must  be  painted  over  with  corrosive 
sublimate  solution,  letting  it  remain  one  hour,  and  then  washing  it  oil  with  clean 
water.  The  walls,  if  not  papered,  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  whitewashed. 
For  use  in  the  sick-room,  small  pieces  of  rags  should  be  substituted  for  handker- 
chiefs, and  when  once  used  must  be  immediately  burned. 

Rule  XVIII.  Soiled  bed  and  body  linen  must  be  placed  in  vessels  and  satu- 
rated with  sulphate  of  zinc  solution,  then  boiled  one  hour  before  removed  from 
the  premises. 

Rule  XIX.  The  discharges  from  the  patient  must  be  received  into  vessels  con- 
taining some  known  disinfectant,  and,  if  not  buried  at  once,  must  be  thrown  into 
a  cesspool  or  water-closet,  but  never  on  the  ground,  nor  into  a  running  stream. 
Perfect  cleanliness  on  the  part  of  the  nurses  and  attendants  is  enjoined. 

Rule  XX.  Fumigation  with  brimstone  may  be  employed  for  disinfecting  the 
premises.  For  this  purpose,  the  rooms  to  be  disinfected  must  be  vacated. 
Heavy  clothing,  blankets,  bedding,  and  other  articles  which  cannot  be  treated 
with  zinc  soiution,  must  be  opened  and  exposed  during  fumigation.  To  disinfect 
an  ordinary  room  with  brimstone  :  Having  tightly  closed  all  openings  of  the 
room,  place  in  an  open  earthen  dish,  upon  "a  couple  of  bricks,  in  a  tub  partly 
filled  with  water,  three  pounds  of  brimstone,  in  powder  or  small  fragments, 
moistened  with  a  little  alcohol,  and  burn  until  consumed.  After  fumigation,  the 
rooms  must  be  thoroughly  aired  before  reoccupation. 

Rule  XXI.  All  articles  which  have  been  in  contact  with  persons  sick  with 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  too  valuable  to  be  destroyed,  should  be  treated 
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as  follows:  Cotton,  linen,  flannels,  blankets,  etc.,  should  be  put,  piece  by  piece, 
into  a  boiling  hot  zinc  solution,  and  boiled  for  at  least  one  hour.  Heavy  woolen 
clothing,  silks,  furs,  stuffed  bed  covers,  and  other  articles  which  cannot  be 
treated  with  the  zinc  solution,  should  be  hung  in  the  room  during  the  fumiga- 
tion, their  surfaces  thoroughly  exposed  ;  afterwards,  they  should  be  hung  in  the 
open  air,  beaten  and  shaken.  Pillows,  beds,  stuffed  mattresses,  upholstered  fur- 
niture, etc.,  should  be  cut  open,  the  contents  spread  out  and  thoroughly  fumi- 
gated. Carpets  are  best  fumigated  on  the  floor,  but  must  afterward  be  removed 
to  the  open  air  and  thoroughly  beaten. 

Rule  XXII.  Diphtheritic  croup,  croupous  diphtheria,  membranous  croup, 
croup,  putrid  fever,  diphtheritic  sore  throat,  and  sloughing  sore  throat,  occurring 
in  communities  where  diphtheria  is  prevalent,  should  be  included  among  the  dis- 
eases dangerous  to  public  health,  and  subject  to  the  same  precautions  as  diph- 
theria. In  like  manner,  patients  suffering  from  or  exposed  to  scarlatina  or 
scarlet  rash,  or  varioloid,  should  be  required  to  undergo  the  precautions  pre- 
scribed for  scarlet  fever  and  smallpox,  respectively. 

Rule  XXIII.  All  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  the  practice  of  physicians 
shall  be  reported  to  the  local  board  of  health  where  the  same  occur  within  10 
days  after  the  expiration  of  the  month  in  which  they  occur,  in  the  manner  indi- 
cated in  the  blank  forms  prepared  by  this  Board  from  time  to  time,  and  distrib- 
uted through  the  county  health  officers ;  provided,  that  deaths  occurring  from 
infectious  or  contagious  diseases  shall  be  reported,  as  above  prescribed,  within 
24  hours  after  their  occurrence. 

Rule  XXIV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  undertakers  doing  business  within  the 
state  to  keep  a  record  of  the  burial  cases  sold  by  them,  and  to  transmit  monthly 
a  record  of  same  to  the  local  board  of  health  or  health  officer  having  jurisdiction 
over  the  territory  in  which  the  case  is  used. 

Rule  XXV.  No  person  afflicted  with  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease 
dangerous  to  public  health  shall  be  admitted  into  any  public  or  private  school. 
No  parent,  guardian,  tutor,  or  other  person  having  charge  or  control  of  children 
whose  residence  is  infected  with  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  cholera,  smallpox,  or 
other  contagious  or  infectious  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  shall  allow 
or  permit  them  to  attend  any  public  or  private  school  during  the  continuance  of 
such  infection.  No  person,  until  after  being  successfully  vaccinated,  shall  be 
admitted  into  public  or  private  schools  or  institutions  of  learning,  either  in  the 
capacity  of  teacher  or  pupil.  The  vaccination  should  be  repeated  after  the  age 
of  16.  The  local  boards  of  health  shall  exercise  especial  hygienic  supervision  over 
the  schools  and  schoolhouses  within  their  respective  jurisdictions,  and,  where 
hygienic  faults  are  found,  said  boards  shall  immediately  call  the  attention  of  the 
school  authorities  thereto. 

Rule  XXVI.  The  following  rule  is  made  with  respect  to  public  institutions: 
It  is  respectfully  recommended  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  state  charitable 
institutions,  the  several  boards  of  education,  the  trustees  or  directors  of  the  sev- 
eral hospitals  within  the  state,  the  officers  and  regents  of  the  state  university, 
normal  school,  and  agricultural  college,  and  other  institutions  of  higher  educa- 
tion, to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  by  their  health  officers  or  attending  physi- 
cians, or  by  one  or  more  experts  in  sanitary  science,  at  intervals  of  not  exceeding 
one  month,  a  thorough  and  critical  examination  of  the  institutions  under  their 
charge,  with  special  reference  to  the  purity  of  the  water-supply,  the  disposal  of 
slops  and  garbage,  the  drainage  and  sewerage,  cellars,  cesspools,  privy  vaults, 
urinals,  pig-pens,  and  especially  sleeping  apartments,  and  also  report  the  same 
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once  a  quarter  to  the  State  Board  of  Health.  [  December  29,  1897.]  It  is  like- 
wise recommended  that  the  local  boards  of  health  exercise  especial  hygienic 
supervision  over  all  such  institutions  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  following  regulations  respecting  the  disinterment  and 
transportation  of  dead  bodies  will  be  observed:  Disinterment  of  bodies.  —  The 
removal  of  any  body  from  its  place  of  original  interment  is  declared  to  be  a 
nuisance,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and  is  prohibited  unless  the  same  be 
done  under  the  directions  and  by  permission  of  the  local  board  of  health  or 
health  authorities.  The  disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  person  dead  of  any  con- 
tagious or  infectious  disease  is  strictly  prohibited,  unless  by  special  authority 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  local  board  of  health  or  health  authorities  may 
impose. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  books,  reports  and  papers  of  an  official  character  in  the 
hands  of  the  county  health  officer  are  the  property  of  the  county  or  state;  and 
all  such  property  in  the  hands  of  such  county  health  officer  should  be,  and  are 
hereby  required  to  be,  turned  over,  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office,  to 
their  successors  in  office. 

Rule  XXIX.  Every  physician  or  midwife  who  shall  engage  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  the  state  of  Kansas  is  hereby  required  to  register  with  the  county

Rule  XXX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  county  health  officer  to  collect  and 
forward  monthly  returns  of  deaths,  births  and  marriages  reported  by  the  physi- 
cians and  midwives  practicing  in  his  county.  It  is  his  duty  to  see  that  the  law 
is  enforced  in  cases  of  neglect  to  make  such  reports  to  him. 

Rule  XXXI.  In  accordance  with  pection  14  (  ch.  75 ),  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  assessors  of  personal  property  in  the  several  townships  and  wards  of  cities 
throughout  the  state,  annually,  to  collect  such  information  as  to  marriages, 
births  and  deaths  as  may  be  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  report 
the  same,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  Board,  to  the 
local  board  of  health."  County  health  officers  will  see  to  it  that  the  above  sec- 
tion ( li,  1897)  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  assessors ;  and  that  the  necessary 
blanks  be  furnished  in  due  time,  as  to  form,  and  time  as  required. 

RESOLUTIONS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

JResoIved,  That  a  sanitary  inspector  for  each  county  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  make  volunteer  reports  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  their  respective 
counties  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  State  Board,  or  oftener  if  deemed  necessary  by  said  inspectors. 

Reaolved,  That  we,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  earnestly  recommend  that 
all  school  boards  of  cities  of  the  first  and   second  classes   elect  or  appoint   a 
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sanitary  school  inspector  for  the  schools  of  their  respective  cities,  who  shall  in- 
spect and  report  to  said  school  boards  upon  all  matters  pertaining  to  sanitary 
measures  affecting  the  health  of  said  schools. 

ReKoI ved,  That  all  persons  practicing  medicine  in  the  state  of  Kansas  by 
virtue  of  diplomas  from  the  following  so-called  medical  colleges  are  doing  so  ille- 
galljs  and  are  subject  to  prosecution  under  the  statutes  of  Kansas,  and  are  hereby 
required  to  cease  practice  until  legally  qualified  to  do  so  according  to  law:  Wis- 
consin Eclectic  Medical  College;  Illinois  Health  University,  Chicago;  Illinois 
Medical  College;  also  the  Independent  Medical  College.  County  health  officers 
are  hereby  duly  notified  of  this  action,  and  will  govern  themselves  accordingly. 
Persons  registering  under  diplomas  from  the  above  so-called  institutions  will  not 
have  their  names  published  in  the  annual  report  in  the  list  of  registered  physi- 
cians. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

That  the  executive  council  and  the  committee  on  public  printing  be  and  are 
hereby  earnestly  requested  to  have  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
published  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  new  county  health  officers 
may  be  early  informed  of  their  duty.  Also,  that  two  thousand  copies,  unbound, 
of  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  rules  of  the  Board  be  printed  to  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  profession  and  sent  to  those  asking  information  on  the  subject. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  recommends  that  the  several  county  health  officers 
receive  as  compensation,  according  to  size  of  county  and  duties  to  be  performed, 
not  less  than  $25  per  annum,  to  $350;  and  that  they  be  required  by  the  county 
boards  of  health  to  perform  their  duties  promptly  and  faithfully. 

Health  officers  are  requested  to  give  the  above  the  widest  practical  publicity 
among  those  concerned.  Before  instituting  legal  proceedings  for  the  collection 
of  death  reports,  the  health  officer  should  be  prepared  to  prove  conclusively,  in  a 
given  case,  that  a  copy  or  notice  of  said  rule  23  as  given  herein  had  been  deliv- 
ered personally,  or  given  to  the  mails  for  transmission,  to  the  delinquent  before 
the  date  of  the  delinquency  charged,  and  that  he  had,  in  like  manner,  supplied 
or  offered  to  supply  the  delinquent  with  the  necessary  blank  forms.  An  account 
should  be  kept  with  all  parties  to  whom  you  are  required  by  law  to  distribute 
forms,  and  in  making  future  issues  notify  all  concerned  of  the  above  requirements 
until  they  shall  be  duly  informed. 

Prosecution  for  the  collection  of  death  returns  must  be  instituted  within  60 
days  of  the  date  of  the  death.  It  therefore  devolves  upon  the  health  officer  to 
call  upon  delinquents  promptly  after  the  tenth  of  each  month. 

DUTIES   AND   POWERS   OF   LOCAL   BOARDS   OP   HEALTH. 

The  following  instructions  are  published  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the 
purpose  of  acquainting  local  boards  with  the  natvire  and  extent  of  their  duties 
and  authority,  and  to  define  their  relation  to  the  State  Board,  that  there  may  be 
substantial  uniformity  in  the  administration  of  the  health  laws  of  the  state.  In 
every  county  of  the  state  there  exists  a  local  board  of  health.     The  law  reads : 

"The  county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state  shall  act  as 
local  boards  of  health  for  their  respective  counties.  Each  local  board,  thus 
created,  shall  elect  a  physician,  who  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  board, 
and  the  health  officer  of  the  same.     ..." 

It  makes  no  difference  as  against  this  fact  that,  in  some  counties,  no  formal 
organization  has  thus  far  been  effected,  and  no  meeting  of  the  board  held.  The 
responsibility,  in  case  of  disaster,  is  with  them.  It  was  not  the  intention  to 
create  local  boards  of  health  for  a  merely  nominal  existence;  they  have  duties 
to  perform. 
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The  boards  thus  created  are  subordinate  to  the  State  Board,  which  has  pre- 
pared rules  for  their  guidance.  Such  rules  should  be  formally  adopted,  and 
enacted  by  ordinance  or  otherwise  ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  each  board  to  formulate 
and  adopt  such  additional  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet 
special  conditions.     All  rules  must  be  duly  published. 

DECISION    BY    ATTORXEY-GENEKAL    DAWES. 

On  December  13,  1895,  Attorney-General  Dawes  rendered  the  following  de- 
cision in  reference  to  the  medical-practice  act : 

"All  persons  who  were  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  10  consecutive 
years  next  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act  of  1870  are  the  only  ones  entitled  to 
practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  in  any  of  its  departments, 
for  compensation,  unless  they  are  graduates  from  some  reputable  school  of  the 
same,  or  hold  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  some  state  or  county  medical  so- 
ciety." 

DECISION    BY    ATTORNEY-GENERAL    BOYLE. 

//.  Z.  GUI,  Secretar,,  State  Board  of  Health  :        Topeka,  August  16, 1897. 

Dear  Sir  —  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  dated  July  29, 1897,  asking  my  opin- 
ion relative  to  enforcement  of  the  statutes  requiring  practicing  physicians  to  keep 
records  of  deaths  occurring  in  their  practice  or  coming  within  their  knowledge  in 
cases  occurring  without  medical  attendance,  and  to  report  same  to  the  local  board 
of  health.     Paragraph  6034,  General  Statutes  of  1889  (  Sec.  13.  ch.  75,  1897). 

The  law  above  referred  to  provides  a  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  its  re- 
quirements, namely,  a  fine  of  610  for  each  and  every  otfense.  Paragraph  0037, 
General  Statutes  of  1889  (sec.  16,  ch.  75, 1897),  imposes  upon  the  county  attorney 
the  duty  of  conducting  all  prosecutions  under  said  act.  In  case  of  neglect  or  re- 
fusal of  any  practicing  physician  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  said  law,  the 
local  board  of  health  or  the  health  officer  of  said  board  may  lodge  complaint  with 
the  county  attorney,  whereupon  it  becomes  the  duty  of  said  county  attorney  to 
prosecute.  That  would  be,  in  my  opinion,  the  advisable  course  for  a  county 
health  officer  to  pursue,  in  order  to  procure  the  enforcement  of  the  requirements 
provided  by  section  13,  chapter  75,  1897,  in  regard  to  practicing  physicians.  In 
order  to  enforce  the  performance  of  his  legal  duties  by  the  health  officer,  com- 
plaint might  be  in  like  manner  lodged  with  the  county  attorney  by  the  local 
board.     .     .     . 

As  to  whether  rule  23.  as  published  in  the  Eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  exceeds  the  authority  delegated  by  sections  8  and  9, 
chapter  75,  General  Statutes  of  1897,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  sections  5  and 
6,  chapter  75,  General  Statutes  of  1897,  authorize  the  State  Board  of  Health  to 
make,  adopt  and  publish  such  rules  and  order  of  business  as  may  be  necessary  to 
make  the  act  effective  and  facilitate  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

Rule  23,  as  published  in  the  Eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  is  clearly  in  harmony  with  the  provisions  of  section  9,  chapter  75,  General 
Statutes  of  1897,  and  said  paragraph  provides  a  penalty  for  non-compliance  there- 
with.    The  statutes  provide  the  means  of  enforcing  said  rule  23.

INSTRCCTIONS    AND   SUGGESTIONS   TO  HEALTH    OFFICERS. 

It  is  required  by  law,  under  certain  prescribed  penalties,  that  upon  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  health  officer  he  shall  report  the  fact,  with  his  post-office  address, 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  that  he  shall  thereafter  perform  such  duties 
as  his  local  board  or  the  State  Board  may  require  of  him.     Among  these  duties 
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is  the  prompt  distribution  of  all  forms  from  che  State  Board  to  the  rightful  per- 
sons, and  the  transmittal  of  returns  from  physicians,  assessors  and  other  local 
boards  ( including  those  existing  by  municipal  regulation )  to  the  State  Board  ; 
the  transmittal  to  the  State  Board  of  copies  of  the  reports  and  publications  of  his 
board,  and  such  sanitary  information  as  maybe  useful  to  the  people  of  the  state. 

The  law  constitutes  him  the  medium  of  communication  between  all  local 
boards  of  health  (including  those  existing  by  municipal  regulation)  within  his 
county  and  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

The  health  officer  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  health  of  his  county,  by  virtue 
of  his  office.  He  should,  also,  be  its  secretary,  sanitary  adviser,  and  executive 
officer.  His  powers,  when  not  expressly  stated  in  the  statute,  are  only  such  as 
are  conferred  by  his  board.  They  should,  therefore,  be  fully  and  clearly  defined 
by  resolutions  or  orders.  He  should  be  duly  empowered  to  act  in  emergencies, 
as  has  been  heretofore  suggested. 

As  the  sanitary  adviser  of  his  board,  he  will  have  influence  in  determining  the 
action  of  the  board  in  proportion  to  his  knowledge  of  sanitary  science  and  his 
honest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  health.  He  should  make  himself 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  health  laws  of  the  state  and  rules  of  his  board 
and  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  With  this  knowledge,  if  he  be  a  trained  phy- 
sician, he  will  be  equipped  for  service. 

The  reports  of  the  health  officer  are  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  State  Board, 
to  be  kept  for  future  reference  and  comparison  with  future  conditions  which  will 
arise  respecting  their  localities.  This  fact  should  stimulate  him  to  contribute  all 
that  is  possible  to  be  obtained  upon  the  subjects  presented. 

The  following  are  suggested  as  the  health  officer's  most  important  duties,  viz.: 

To  order  the  prompt  and  thorough  isolation  of  those  sick  or  infected  with  con- 
tagious disease,  so  long  as  there  is  danger  of  their  communicating  the  disease  to 
other  persons.  The  key-note  of  safety  in  such  cases  is  the  immediate,  thorough 
and  continued  separation  of  the  sick  from  the  well. 

To  order  the  prompt  vaccination  and  isolation  of  persons  who  have  been  ex- 
posed to  smallpox. 

To  see  that  no  person  suffers  for  lack  of  nurses,  or  other  necessaries,  because 
of  isolation  for  the  public  good. 

To  give  public  notice  of  infected  places,  by  newspaper  notice  and  placard  on 
the  premises,  and  otherwise  if  necessary;  and  to  disseminate  the  rules  for  disin- 
fection, etc. 

To  promptly  notify  teachers  or  superintendents  of  schools  concerning  families 
in  which  are  contagious  diseases;  to  exercise  especial  hygienic  supervision  over 
the  schools  and  schoolhouses  within  his  jurisdiction. 

To  supervise  funerals  of  persons  dead  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  smallpox, 
or  other  communicable  diseases  which  endanger  the  public  health. 

To  determine  what  shall  be  considered  nuisances  prejudicial  to  health,  and 
take  measures  for  their  abatement  or  removal. 

To  be  vigilant  as  to  violations  of  the  law  governing  the  sale  or  exposure  for 
sale  of  adulterated  or  unwholesome  articles,  intended  for  food  or  medicine  ;  adul- 
terated or  watered  milk  should  especially  receive  his  attention. 

To  investigate  the  condition  of  buildings  with  reference  to  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire,  and  to  report  such  as  are  found  unsafe. 

To  notify  parties  liable  to  suffer  in  health  from  impure  water,  the  source  of 
which  is  near  cesspools  or  privies,  or  other  accumulation  of  filth,  or  is  polluted  by 
sewage  or  other  contaminations,  and  to  make  preliminary  tests  of  such  water 
when  necessary.

To  collect,  tabulate  and  transmit  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  may  be  re- 
quired, the  various  reports  and  returns  as  to  the  births,  deaths,  marriages,  reg- 
istration of  physicians,  and  sanitary  conditions  pertaining  to  his  county. 

In  the  performance  of  these  various  duties,  valuable  suggestions  will  be  af- 
forded by  an  examination  of  the  rules  adopted  by  the  State  Board  and  the  health 
laws  of  the  state.  It  is  expected  that  he  will  fully  communicate  with  the  Board 
as  to  questions  that  may  arise  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
especially  as  to  what  measures  he  has  inaugurated  in  the  interests  of  public 
health,  the  nuisances  abated,  etc. 


THE  PRESIDENT'S  LETTER. 


"Watchman,  what  of  the  night?"  In  ancient  times  cities  were 
surrounded  by  high  walls,  and  on  these  walls  towers  were  built  so 
the  watchmen  could  stand  and  see  great  distances  and  give  warning 
of  an  approaching  enemy,  or  give  a  welcome  signal  to  coming  friends. 
These  men  who  were  placed  in  the  towers  were  called  watchmen,  and 
at  night,  at  certain  hours,  the  cry  would  break  the  stillness  of  the 
night,  "Watchman,  what  of  the  night?"  and  the  words  would  come 
back,  "All  is  well!"  or,  "  We  see  somebody  ai^j^roaching,  likely  an  en- 
emy!   Arouse  the  city  !  " 

We  who  are  standing  on  the  watch-towers  of  the  great  state  of  Kan- 
sas, looking  out  over  the  fields  of  sanitary  work,  and  protectors  of  the 
health  and  longevity  of  our  people,  comes  to  us  all  over  the  state, 
"  Watchman,  what  of  the  night?"  Can  we  all  say,  "All  is  well?"  Are 
there  not  enemies  at  our  gates?  Is  it  peace  and  quiet  within  our  bor- 
ders? I  look  out  from  the  watch-tower  and  I  see  enemies  of  our  peo- 
ple :  ignorance  of  the  laws  of  health,  superstition,  greed,  lust,  filth, 
poor  food  and  clothing;  the  propagating  of  cancer  and  consump- 
tion, and  other  hereditary  diseases;  and  I  look  within  our  walls  and  I 
see  contention  among  the  watchmen,  jealousies,  hatred,  envy,  and  dis- 
cord. I  see  quackerj^  stalking  about  in  the  different  schools  of  medi- 
cine. Quackery  comes  to  every  practitioner  of  medicine  and  tries  to 
get  him  or  her  to  leave  the  road  of  honor  and  truthfulness  for  one  of 
dishonor  and  decay.  We  see  men  start  out  poor  and  ignorant,  but 
have  an  abundance  of  cheek,  with  flaming  head-lines  to  attract  the 
unwary  and  get  their  money,  grow  rich,  and  revel  in  every  luxury, 
and  it  is  a  great  temptation  to  many  to  enter  the  field  of  the  traveling 
doctor.     Many,  like  mother  Eve,  looked,  listened,  and  then  were  lost. 

Ignorance  stands  to-day  the  greatest  barrier  and  menace  to  the  ad- 
vancement and  pushing  forward  of  sanitary  work  of  any  one  thing  in 
the  world.  Ignorance  causes  more  sickness,  sorrow,  pain  and  deatli 
than  any  one  thing  in  the  world.  Ignorance  is  darkness,  is  sin,  is 
death.  Intelligence  is  sunshine,  is  health,  is  hope,  is  hapiDiness,  is 
life.  As  men  become  intelligent  they  become  better  able  to  enjoy 
life;  to  banish  sickness,  sorrow,  lengthen  life,  make  men  and  women 
better.  It  drives  fear  away;  it  quiets  the  nerves;  it  restores  hope, 
and  gives  zest  and  beauty  to  life.     Intelligence  drives  superstition

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away,  and  makes  men  to  understand  that  all  things  are  natural  and 
that  there  is  nothing  supernatural.  It  makes  man  understand  the 
great  laws  of  the  universe,  and  we  .use  the  intelligence  we  have  to 
drive  out  disease  and  destroy  the  cause.  We  must  understand  the 
cause  and  nature  of  the  different  diseases,  and  then  we  can  properly 
quarantine  against  them. 

Greed  is  another  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  sanitary  work.  Phys- 
ical endurance  is  exhausted  for  gain.  Life  is  shortened.  Men  lose 
all  interest  in  everything  but  getting  rich;  act  and  live  like  they 
would  always  stay  in  this  world;  hardly  taking  time  to  eat  or  sleep; 
soon  wreck  good,  strong  physical  constitutions,  and  then  damn  the 
doctor  if  he  does  n't  cure  them  with  a  few  doses  of  medicine.  Greed ! 
greed!  saw!  saw!  and  at  last  die  with  bristles  on  their  backs;  and 
outside  of  making  money  have  no  idea  of  life,  what  life  means.  A 
true  life  is  lived  and  spent  for  others. 

Filth,  the  medium  through  which  almost  all  diseases  propagate ! 
the  soil  in  which  death  and  destruction  thrive  and  grow !  Destroy 
filth,  and  you  will  cause  many  of  the  diseases  to  vanish  from  our  land. 
We  are  learning  each  year  how  to  prepare  suitable  food  and  clothing 
to  nourish  and  warm  our  bodies;  yet,  in  this  field  of  research  there 
are  many  lessons  to  be  learned  and  many  wrongs  to  be  righted. 

The  propagation  of  cancer  and  consumption  must  be  restricted  or 
the  race  is  doomed.  Marriage  should  be  regulated  as  much  as  possi- 
ble to  curtail  the  germs  of  these  terrible  diseases.  The  state  and  gen- 
eral governments  should  take  this  matter  in  hand  and  give  every 
sufferer  of  cancer  and  consumption  the  best  treatment,  the  best  sur- 
roundings; that  these  scourges  be  limited  and  the  diseases  annihilated 
from  out  the  human  system.  These  foes  without  must  be  met,  and 
many  problems  solved;  and  when  I  look  within  our  ranks  and  see  the 
internecine  war  that  is  going  on,  the  dividing  up  and  fighting  each 
other  over  the  size  of  the  dose  and  the  application  of  drugs,  the  petty 
jealousies  and  strifes  among  ourselves,  I  get  sad  and  lonely;  my  heart 
sinks  within  me.  Instead  of  fighting  the  foes  of  mankind  we  are 
fighting  each  other. 

Look  and  behold  the  procession:  Allopath,  homeopath,  eclectic, 
botanic,  hydropath.  Christian  science,  the  magnetic  healer,  the  Aunt 
Lucindas,  and  the  Schlatters,  the  traveling  medicine  man,  the  frauds, 
and  the  humbugs!  What  a  motley  crowd!  Do  you  like  them?  Each 
one  with  a  handful  of  mud  throwing  at  his  neighbor.  What  a  crowd 
to  inspire  confidence  and  respect!  Do  you  wonder  people  look,  and 
become  disgusted;  listen,  and  grow  skeptical  about  doctors  and  medi- 
cines? The  fact  is,  gentlemen,  we  have  shown  but  very  little  respect 
for  each  other,  and  we  cannot  expect  the  laity  to  do  any  better  than 
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we  do.  We  must  reform  ourselves  if  we  wish  people  to  respect  us. 
When  you  or  I  speak  disparagingly  of  a  school  of  medicine  or  of  a 
practitioner  of  medicine,  we  not  only  injure  the  man  but  injure  the 
jDrof  ession  and  ourselves.  The  homeopath  is  charged  as  being  a  hum- 
bug because  he  uses  nothing  but  water.  The  allopath  is  charged  with 
using  too  strong  medicine.  The  eclectic  as  a  root  and  herb  doctor 
who  knows  nothing  about  anatomy  and  is  generally  an  ignoramus. 
The  Christian  science  is  a  delusion  and  a  snare;  and  so  on,  and  so  on. 
We  must  have  a  standard,  and  see  men  and  women  who  practice  the 
healing  art  get  up  to  that  standard.  We  must  cease  wrangling  among 
ourselves.  If  we  can't  say  any  good  about  our  brother  in  the  work, 
let  us  not  say  any  evil.  Let  us  from  now  on  help  build  up  the  pro- 
fession by  treating  each  other  courteously,  and  when  the  doctors  be- 
gin to  respect  themselves  and  the  profession,  then  will  the  people 
respect  and  treat  us  with  that  courtesy  we  should  have.  Until  we 
learn  to  respect  each  other  and  speak  well  of  the  jDrofession,  no  ditter- 
ence  of  what  school,  we  will  be  held  in  disrespect  by  the  people,  and 
will  be  the  butt  of  the  wit  and  sarcasm  that  are  thrust  at  us  every  day, 
and  truthfully  too.  W^e  must  get  on  the  line  of  the  golden  rule,  and 
educate  ourselves  to  speak  well  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  in  the 
work,  and  not  evil.
